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(THERE ARE THOSE who feel that 

criticism of the Hollywood motion 
picture industry is unjustified because 
its activities fall within the realm of 
“art” rather than politics. This argu- 
ment does not stand up, however, when 
the extent of Hollywood’s propaganda 
ties are brought to light. 


Early in May, for example, Colum- 
bia Pictures received a “Certificate of 
Honor” from United Nations’ represen- 
tative, Mogens Skot-Hanson, for pro- 
ducing The Glass Wall. Mogens Skot- 
Hanson is the UN’s permanent represen- 
tative in Hollywood, and it is his job 
to see that pro UN propaganda is in- 
serted into as many pictures as possible. 


Columbia’s UN award was accepted 
by Shelley Winters, whose Jewish hus- 
band, Vittorio Gassman, is the star of 


The Glass Wall. 


The Glass Wall differs from previous 
UN propaganda movies in a very im- 
portant respect: it is entirely and totally 
a propaganda production. It therefore 
represents a de parture from Holly- 
wood’s more or less established policy 
of inserting only bits of UN propagan- 
da here and there in otherwise harmless 
scripts. In The Glass Wall every part, 
every scene, every bit of music, and ev- 
ery character role is utilized for prop- 
aganda effect. 


ANTI-AMERICAN 


It is important to note that The Glass 
Wall is not merely a pro-United Nations 
picture, but also that it is violently anti- 
American. The object of the picture is 
four-fold: first, to discredit the McCar- 
ran Immigration Act; secondly, to pro- 
mote the “Human Rights Covenant;” 
thirdly, to depict the United States in a 
poor light (with an eye on foreign film 
markets); and fourthly, to glorify the 
UN as the only salvation of mankind. 
Thrown in for good measure is a vici- 
ous bit of anti-German propaganda. 


The opening scene of The Glass Wall 





shows a refugee ship entering New York 
harbor with 1300 refugees aboard. Ac- 
cording to the introductory narration, 
they owe their good fortune to the Unit- 
ed Nations’ International Refugee Or- 
ganization (IRO); no credit nor men- 
tion is given to the United States govern- 
ment... 


Among the 1300 DP’s is one refugee 
(played by Vittorio Gassman) who has 
stowed away. The plot begins with the 
refugee (Gassman) being interrogated 
aboard ship by two mean-eyed Anglo- 
Saxon immigration officers. The refugee 
is denied permission to enter the United 
States. 


The refugee (Gassman, that is) man- 
ages to escape from the ship and be- 
comes a hounded fugitive with immigra- 
tion authorities in ruthless pursuit. He 
takes shelter in a cafe, where he sees an 
American girl stealing a coat, and saves 
her from capture and arrest. She takes 
him to her incredibly shabby skid-row 
room where she is threatened by her 
slatternly (Anglo-Saxon, of course) 
landlady because her rent is past due. 


Later the girl explains to the puzzled 
refugee that although there is plenty of 
work in America, it doesn’t pay much. 
For working in an inhuman shoe-lace 
factory, where she toiled in constant 
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dread of the foreman, she received only 
$35.00 weekly. When sickness came she 
had no way to pay for medical expenses, 
which explains why she stole the coat. 
This tear-jerking sequence is, of course, 
intended mainly for foreign consump- 
tion. 


ANGLO-SAXON VILLIANS 


In the next scene the landlady’s 
drunken son forces his way into the 
girl’s room and when the noble Vittorio 
Gassman seeks to protect her, he is bru- 
tally beaten by the drunken Anglo-Sax- 
on. The contrast between the noble, gen- 
tle refugee and the native-born Amer- 
ican is inescapable. And this is the 
theme which is repeated time and again 
as the picture progresses. 


The hunted refugee now stumbles des- 
perately from one scene to another in 
his attempt to escape immigration and 
police officers. In one sequence he falls 
into an exhausted sleep in a penny ar- 
cade, only to be awakened by two native- 
born Americans who mouth in coarse 
mid-western accents as they race madly 
from one penny arcade attraction to an- 
other. They are accompanied by two 
giggling, blowsy girl companions. The 
contrast between these native-born 
Americans and the noble refugee is once 
again underscored. 


The refugee flees from the penny ar- 
cade, only to stumble into a burlesque 
house. He is callously given the bum’s 
rush by the American theatre manager. 
Thus the picture continues scene after 
scene. 


KINDLY IMMIGRANTS 


Eventually the refugee is befriended 
by a kind hearted girl (she is really the 
daughter of immigrant parents, which 
explains her decency). She takes the re- 
fugee home with her, where he meets 
her immigrant mother, who speaks little 
English, but who is gentle, sweet, and 


kind .... 


However, the kind immigrant mother 
has a son, whom she contemptuously 
refers to as “my American educated 
son.” He is no good. The immigrant 
mother carefully points out that he is 
a product of the American public school 
system. He comes onto the scene boast- 
ing of having “steered” two out-of-town 
“suckers” into a crooked gambling hall, 
where they were fleeced. For this he has 
received $50.00, which he brazenly 
flashes. 


The “American educated” son does 
not like foreigners and speaks disparag- 
ingly of them. At this show of intoler- 
ance his kindly immigrant mother slaps 
his face, reminding him that his father

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PERHAPS the argument which carries 
most weight with people rejecting 
the inspiration of the Bible is the con- 
tention that there are a number of dis- 
crepancies, or contradictory statements, 
in the Scriptures, which make it im- 
possible to believe the whole Book from 
beginning to end is of divine origin. 


At any rate, this is the popular 
method of attempting to discredit the 
supernatural character of the Bible, 
namely, to maintain that it often dis- 
agrees with itself and hence cannot 
claim absolute reliability. 


It will have to be admitted that if the 
Scriptures do contain actual discrep- 
ancies, they have not in every part been 
given by divine inspiration. To make 
contradictory statements means to err, 
to blunder. A book that contains errors, 
or blunders, cannot in its entirety come 
from the great, the all-wise, the perfect 
God. On this score there need not be 
any debate between the friends and the 
foes of the inspiration of the Bible. 


But the great question is: Is it true 
that our Book is marred by such contra- 
dictory accounts and declarations? It 
is easy to.raise the charge; it is quite 
another matter to prove it. Let us ex- 
amine in detail a few so-called contra- 
dictions ...

DOES THE BIBLE CONTRADICT ITSELF? 








HOW LONG WAS JESUS 
IN THE GRAVE? 


It has been held that there is a dis- 
crepancy between the prediction of Je- 
sus as given in Matthew 12:40 that He 
would be in the sepulcher three days 
and three nights and the account of His 
death and resurrection, according to 
which He was put to death on a Friday 
afternoon and raised from the dead on 
the following Sunday morning. 


If we compute the time in which the 
body of our Lord lay in the grave, we 
have a few hours remaining of Friday, 
which ended at sunset on the day of cru- 
cifixion, then the night and the day 
which constituted Saturday, or the Sab- 
bath, and finally that part of Sunday 
which lay between sunset on Saturday 
and the resurrection on Sunday morn- 
ing; in other words, Jesus was in the 
grave a part of a day, a whole day of 
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twenty-four hours, and again a part of 
a day. 


It must be remembered that the Jews 
began their day at sunset. Now does not 
the resurrection account plainly contra- 
dict the prophecy of Jesus, stating that 
He would be in the grave three days and 
three nights? 


The question evidently turns upon 
the expression “three days and three 
nights.” If that expression cannot have 
any other meaning than three times 
twenty-four hours, then we are confront- 
ed with a real difficulty. But, is this the 
case? We may confidently say it is not. 


With the Jews one day and one night 
was simply a current expression for des- 
ignating a day, and they would use this 
expression even when only a part of a 
day was referred to. This is evident from 
I Samuel 30:12, where we are told of an 
Amalekite that he had not eaten or 
drunk anything three days and three 
nights, while the following verse indi- 
cates that the day when he was found 
was the third day of his being sick and 
left behind by his master. 


It is for this reason that Jesus says 
to His disciples: “The Son of man will 
rise again after three days,” Mark 8:31, 
and: “He will be raised again on the 


third day,” Matthew 16:21. 


The terms “after three days” and “on 
the third day” were used synonymously, 
part of a day being reckoned as a whole 
day. Only people who entirely ignore 
this idiomatic usage in the speech of the 
Jews can maintain that a discrepancy 
exists between the passages examined. 


PURCHASE OF POTTER’S FIELD 


Matthew 27:3: “Then Judas, which 
had betrayed him, when he saw that he 
was condemned, repented himself, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of silver 
to the chief priests and elders.” 


Acts 1:18: “Now this man purchased 
a field with the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, he burst asunder in 
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the midst, and all his bowels gushed 
out.” 


Is not here a disagreement between 
the account of Matthew and the words 
of Peter quoted by Luke, the former 
saying that Judas returned the thirty 
pieces of silver paid him for the be- 
trayal of Jesus and that the Jewish lead- 
ers purchased a field with this sum of 
money, the latter stating that Judas him- 
self bought a field with the reward of 
iniquity? 

If we turn to the Greek text of Acts 
1:18, we find that a more accurate ren- 
dering of the original would be: “This 
man (Judas) obtained (or acquired) a 
piece of property with the reward of in- 
iquity.” 

What the money of Judas did is here 
ascribed to Judas himself. This is a fig- 
ure of speech with which we are all fa- 
miliar and which we ourselves frequent- 
ly employ. 


A man, Mr. X., bequeaths a large sum 
of money to a city, leaving it to the offi- 
cials to decide how the money is to be 
invested. The magistrates use it for the 
purchase of a park. What would be 
more natural than to say, “Mr. X. pro- 
cured that park,” not for himself, of 
course, but for the city. 


Hence the language employed by Pe- 
ter in his speech is not contradicting the 
account of Matthew, but merely relating 
the incident in vivid fashion. 


MANNER OF DEATH OF JUDAS 


Matthew 27:5: “And he cast down the 
pieces of silver in the temple, and de- 
parted, and went and hanged himself.” 


Acts 1:18: “Now this man purchased 
a field with the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, he burst asunder in 
the midst, and all his bowels gushed 
out.” 


People have been perturbed at finding 
that apparently the Gospel according to 
St. Matthew describes the manner in 
which Judas Iscariot committed suicide 
differently from the Book of Acts. 


Matthew says that Judas hanged him- 
self; Peter, in the speech reported in 
Acts 1, says that Judas fell headlong and 
was crushed by the impact. The two 
statements made about the death of Ju- 
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das are different. But is there a discrep- 
ancy here? 

Does Matthew say that Judas did not 
fall? Does Peter say that Judas did not 
hang himself? The reader will immed- 
iately see that here we have no case 
where yes is opposed to no. This is sim- 
ply another instance where both ver- 
sions are true, one supplementing the 
other. 


Haley says: “Probably the circum- 
stances were much as follows: Judas 
suspended himself from a tree on the 
brink of a precipice overhanging the 
Valley of Hinnom. The limb or the rope 
giving way, he fell and was mangled as 
described in Acts.” 


Whether this explanation commends 
itself to us in all particulars or not, it 
is at least perfectly clear that the two 
accounts of the death of Judas need not 
be contradictory. 


A friend drew my attention to an 
item in the “Day by Day in New York” 
column of the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, written by O. O. McIntyre. In Feb- 
ruary, 1925, this writer said: “Fifteen 
newspaper reporters saw a woman fall 
from a window at a big fire. Each is 
trained and reliable, yet not one gave 
the same account as to how it happened. 
Psychologists might explain it.” 


This simply corroborates that one 
and the same event may be described 
differently by different writers without 
prejudice to the truth, each one describ- 
ing it from a particular point of view. 


DID BOTH MALEFACTORS 
REVILE JESUS? 


Matthew 27:44: “The thieves also, 
which were crucified with him, cast the 
same in his teeth.” 


Mark 15:32: And they that were cru- 
cified with him reviled him.” 


Luke 23 :39-40: “And one of the male- 
factors which were hanged railed on 
him, saying, If thou be Christ, save thy- 
self and us. But the other answering re- 
buked him, saying, Dost not thou fear 
God, seeing thou art in the same con- 
demnation?” 


The difficulty which confronts us here 
is readily solved. There are even two 
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possibilities of harmonizing the two 
statements. 


Matthew and Mark say that the 
thieves who were crucified with Jesus 
blasphemed Him. They did not say that 
the criminals continued in this attitude 
toward the Lord to the very end. 


We may well assume that the thief on 
the right, after seeing the patience with 
which Jesus bore His suffering and hear- 
ing the words of love, imploring God 
to forgive those who were causing His 
torments, repented of his initial blas- 
phemous utterances and spoke the words 
of rebuke reported in Luke 23. 


We, then would have another case 
where one account supplements the 
other, Matthew relating that at first both 
malefactors crucified with Jesus joined 
in the maledictions and _ blasphemies 
hurled at Him by the populace, and 
Luke reporting that one of the thieves 
after a while experienced a change of 
heart and became a worshiper of Jesus. 
If we adopt this view of the situation, 
every vestige of a discrepancy disap- 
pears. 


THE HOUR OF CHRIST’S 
CRUCIFIXION 


It has often been charged that Mark 
and John are in disagreement as to the 
time when Jesus was crucified. In Mark 
15:25 we read: “And it was the third 


hour, and they crucified him.” 


John reports, chapter 19:14, that 
when Jesus was standing before Pilate, 
as the latter had sat down in his judg- 
ment seat, in the place called Gabbatha, 
after ineffectual attempts to procure the 
Jews’ consent for the dismissal of Jesus, 
“it was the preparation of the passover, 
and about the sixth hour: and he saith 
unto the Jews, Behold your King!” 

There is an undeniable difficulty here. 
Mark’s account states that the crucifix- 
ion took place in the third hour, which 
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according to the Jewish way of reckon- 
ing the time of day would be nine 
o’clock in the morning. And John seems 
to say that about the sixth hour, that is, 
at noon, Jesus was still before Pontius 
Pilate. 


It has been assumed that an early 
scribe made a mistake when copying 
John’s Gospel and wrote the sign of six 
instead of that for three or two, an error 
which subsequent scribes perpetuated. 
This is possible. Another explanation 
fastens on the word “about” in John’s 
statement. 


It was “about” the sixth hour. John 
himself indicates that he is not stating 
the hour exactly, but merely approxi- 
mately. The language permits us to as- 
sume that the scene he is describing in 
chapter 19:13-14 took place before 
twelve o’clock. 


On the other hand, the words of Mark 
do not necessarily imply that it was ex- 
actly at nine o’clock when our Lord was 
nailed to the Cross. Bible readers know 
that in the age when the New Testament 
was written the night was divided into 
four watches of three hours each; see 
especially Mark 13:35, It seems that 
this method of reckoning time was used 
to some extent for the day, too. At least, 
the hours mentioned most frequently in 
the Gospels and the Acts are the third, 
the sixth, and the ninth. 


We can well conceive, then, of a us- 
age which would assign events that hap- 
pen between the third and the sixth hour 
simply to the third hour. “At the third 
hour” would be equivalent to saying “in 
the latter part of the forenoon.” 


Mark’s and John’s statements can 
readily be brought into agreement if 
we understand Mark to say that Jesus 
was crucified after 9 A.M., and John, 
ee trial was concluded before 
2M. 


The Expositor’s Greek New Testa- 
ment says, commenting on John 19:14: 
“If the crucifixion took place midway 
between nine and twelve o’clock, it was 
quite natural that one observer should 
refer it to the former, while another re- 
ferred it to the latter hour. The height 
of the sun in the sky was the index of 
the time of the day; while it was easy to 
know whether it was before or after 
midday, or whether the sun was more or 
less than halfway between the zenith and 
the horizon, finer distinctions of time 
were not recognized without consulting 
the sun dials, which were not every- 
where at hand.” 


But, in addition, another solution 
must be presented, a solution which is 
adopted by many distinguished scholars 
and in our country is ably championed 





by Professor A. T. Robertson (cf. the 
Broadus-Robertson, Harmony of the 
Gospels). 


The latter writes: “The most satis- 
factory solution of the difficulty is to be 
found in the idea that John here uses 
the Roman computation of time, from 
midnight to noon and noon to midnight, 
just as we do now. Hence the sixth hour 
would be our six o’clock in the morning. 


“If this hour was the beginning of the 
last trial of Jesus, we then have enough, 
but not too much, time for the comple- 
tion of the trial, the carrying away of 
Jesus outside the city walls, together 
with the procuring of the crosses, etc. 
All the events, moreover, narrated by 
the evangelists could have occurred be- 
tween dawn (John 18:27) and six or 
seven. 


“For a long time it was doubted 
whether the Romans ever used this meth- 
od of computing time for civil days. 
Farrar vehemently opposes this idea. 
But Plutarch, Pliny, Aulus Gellius, and 
Macrobius expressly say that the Ro- 
man civil day was reckoned from mid- 
night to midnight. 


“So the question of fact may be con- 
sidered as settled. The only remaining 
question is whether John used this mode 
of reckoning. Of course, the Romans 
had also the natural day and the natural 
night just as we do now. In favor of the 
idea that John uses the Roman way of 
counting the hours in the civil day sev- 
eral things may be said.” 


The main proof which Robertson pre- 
sents for the view that John used the 
same method of reckoning time as we 
do he finds in John 20:19, where the 
evening of the Sunday on which Jesus 
arose from the dead is still considered 
a part of that glorious day, while the 
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Jewish method of reckoning would have 
called this evening the first part of the 
second day of the week, since the Jews, 
as is well known, always began the new 
day at sunset. 


Robertson, it must be admitted, makes 
out a very strong case for his view. If 
we adopt the interpretation of John 19:- 
14 which this scholar puts before us so 
convincingly, the two passages are in 
complete harmony.

It does not seem necessary to say 
much in conclusion. The author hopes 
that what has been presented will tend 
to confirm the reader in the conviction 
that our Bible is a divine Book and that 
the Jesus whom it preaches is truly our 
Saviour. 
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“That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit.” John 3:6. 


THIS SAYING constitutes our Lord’s 

justification for His stern demand 
for the new birth. Why must a man be 
born again? Because of his fallen na- 
ture. 











Nicodemus represents the culturists of 
the present day, who are always saying: 
“Educate men: develop them, bring out 
the good that is in them.” Rabbi, we 
know thou art a teacher come from 
God!” exclaimed this ruler of the Jews. 
As though he had said, “Men need train- 
ing and educating, and thou art sent 
to be our divine Instructor.” 


“Nay,” answers Jesus, “it is not in- 
struction but regeneration which men 
need. Verily, verily I say unto you, Ex- 
cept a man be born again, he cannot see 


the kingdom of God.” 


Because men have been ill born, they 
must be reborn. The flesh is flesh how- 
ever cultivated, educated and developed, 
but it does not thereby become spirit. 
A new nature must be communicated 
before a new direction can be imparted: 
men must have a divine life in order to 
have a divine character. Let us consider 
the two natures and the two heredities 
resulting therefrom. 


THE POWER OF 
NATURAL HEREDITY 


“I the Lord thy God am a jealous 





God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate me.” 
Exodus 20:5. 











This sounds like a terribly severe say- 
ing. But if we bring in physiology to in- 
terpret theology it is simply saying that 
the stream of natural descent is irresis- 
tible and that whatever gets into its cur- 
rent will flow on through many gener- 
ations. 





And there is no point in which history 
and the Bible more perfectly harmonize 
than here. The consequences of one 
man’s sin may not come out in his own 
life, or in the life of his immediate de- 
scendants, but they are certain to come 
out sooner or later. A dead body in a 
river may float on for miles under the 
surface and out of sight, and then sud- 
denly come to the top to defile the whole 
atmosphere with its putridity. 


So a sin persistently committed and 
pursued for a lifetime will start a di- 
sease or curse which may not come to 
the surface for generations, but it is al- 
most certain to emerge sooner or Jater. 
This is the only way I can account for 
certain facts which come under my ob- 
servation. 


The suffering and sickness and calam- 
ity which I sometimes find in families 
which seem not to deserve any such 
thing appalls me. But the secret often 
comes out to be this — that some ances- 
tor has poisoned the stream of descent 
very far back, and the stream has not 
yet run itself clear. It is, I admit, a ter- 
rible law and the one which has been 
much blamed by the wisdom of this 
world. 


But such is the law, and we must sub- 
mit to and obey it. The self-indulgences 
of today are draughts on posterity pay- 
able two or three generations hence. 
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What a tremendous obligation does 
this law put upon us to live sober and 
righteous and godly lives. What Na- 
poleon said to his army at the pyra- 
mids, “Soldiers, forty centuries are 
looking down upon you,” we may al- 
most reverse and say, “Forty genera- 
tions are looking up to you.” 


The character which you are construc- 
ting is not your own. It is the building 
material out of which other generations 
will quarry stones for the temple of life. 
See to it, therefore, that it be granite 
and not shale. 


Of the two, I would rather inherit a 
faulty character than transmit one, 
which is saying that I had rather be sin- 
ned against than sin. For I conceive of 
no more bitter punishment to inflict on 
one than to gather his children and chil- 
dren’s children about him at the judg- 
ment day and set their sins and woes 
and misfortunes before him and say, “It 
is your heritage of transgression that 
treasured up wrath against the day of 
wrath for these,” and then to take up the 
proverb of Scripture against him, “The 
fathers have eaten sour grapes and the 
children’s teeth are set on edge.” 


It is your sin and suffering which 
have brought that eternal weight of woe 
upon these who are bone of your bone 
and flesh of your flesh. The laws of 
heredity are irresistible: my descend- 
ants cannot reap a harvest of “well- 
dones” if I spend my life in sowing a 
seed field of ill-doing. 


And what a far-reaching influence 
does this fact endow us with. It makes 
us the teachers and rulers of generations 
yet unborn. Great wisdom as well as wit 
is contained in that answer of Dr. 
Holmes to the question of a friend. He 
was asked how early parental training 
should begin and he replied: “A hun- 
dred years before the child is born.” 


You call that a paradox: I call it the 
deepest philosophy. In the present life 
of your child you may shape what is 
plastic and changeable, but what is fix- 
ed and unchangable has been determin- 
ed for generations back. 


“As the twig is bent so is the tree in- 
clined,” says the proverb. True! 


With the pressure of your fingers you 
can twist a sapling so that it will for all 
its life be gnarled and crooked, or 
straight and beautiful, as the case may 
be. But whether the tree will bear sweet 
fruit or sour: whether it will bear figs 
or acorns — that is something that can- 
not be determined by the pressure of 
your fingers, but by the roots that strike 
far down and run far back. 


Heredity is the root of life, under- 
lying long generations and taking the 
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quality from them. A Puritan root was 
planted in the soil of Great Britain and 
nourished by rigid self-culture. In the 
Mayflower a slip of it was brought to 
our shores and here planted. It sent its 
boughs unto the sea and its branches 
unto the river, and the oppressed of all 
nations came to find shelter under it. 


It is the quality of that root, with its 
hundreds of years of rigid training and 
righteous living, that has made New 
England character what it is. And when 
one of your Boston liberals stands up in 
his pulpit and preaches about “ethical 
culture,” and says: “See how moral and 
virtuous we are, and how little need we 
have to depend on a dismal Puritan or- 
thodoxy to produce virtuous living,” we 
reply in the words of Scripture: “Boast 
not against the branches. But if thou 
boast, thou bearest not the root, but the 
root thee.” 


The very morality of Boston liberal- 
ism is the product of Puritan orthodoxy, 
and the very virtues of these advanced 
thinkers, as they call themselves, are the 
fruit of that old Calvinistic belief which 
stood for every point and punctilio of 
orthodoxy as though the destiny of the 
race depended on it. 


Culture can perhaps bend the sapling 
so that the tree which grows from it will 
be straighter than otherwise it would 
have been, but it cannot determine the 
future of that sapling so that if it is a 
thorn tree now it will bear grapes here- 
after. 


Regeneration in which the Puritan 
believed can do this. Yes, it is a wise 
saying: “Begin the training of the child 
a hundred years before it is born, and 
if you ask yourself, ‘When does my 
training and influence and example 
end?’ let the answer be, ‘A hundred 
years after I am dead’.” 


THE POWER OF DIVINE HEREDITY 
“Whosoever is born of God doth not 


commit sin; for his seed remaineth in 
him: and he cannot sin, because he is 
born of God.” I John 3:9. 














This is a saying which is very stagger- 
ing to one’s faith, and the interpreta- 
tion of it has led to very opposite re- 
sults — despair on the one hand and 


presumption on the other. One has said: 
“Alas, that settles it with me. It is no 
use for me to hope any further. 1 am 
sensible of constant lapses into sin, and 
if the Bible says that ‘whosoever is born 
of God does not commit sin’ then cer- 
tainly I must surrender, and concede 
that I am a stranger to the new birth.” 


Another says: “Yes, that is very clear: 
one that is born of God cannot commit 
sin. Therefore it is possible to attain 
sinless perfection. And that is what I 
have done. I believe I have lived for 
several years now without committing 
a sin.” 


The words should produce a result 
exactly midway between these two — an 
intensive striving after holiness and an 
intense humility because we come so far 
short of it. 


What, then, is the true meaning of the 
words? This: “Whosoever is born of 
God doth not habitually and willfully 
commit sin. Sin is no longer his element 
and sphere. If he falls into sin he es- 
capes from it as soon as possible. While 
he was unregenerated he lived in sin 
and loved it; now that he is regenerate 
he lapses into sin and loathes it.” 


A fish when thrown out of the water 
struggles in pain and anguish because 
out of his element: a wounded dove 
when dropped into the water flutters 
and struggles because out of its element. 
The home of one is in the air and of the 
other in the deep, and neither can be 
easy in the other’s habitude. 


The Christian “is born from above,” 
in the language of Scripture, and is 
therefore a citizen of heaven. He can- 
not drop into the element of earthliness 
and sin without being made miserable, 
just as a man whose home and habitude 
are in sin and corruption would be ut- 
terly wretched if thrust into heaven 
among the angels and redeemed spirits. 


And why is it said that the regener- 
ate man doth not commit sin? “Because 
God’s seed remaineth in him.” That is 
to say, his birth from God gives him the 
abiding life of God — the eternal life, 
the divine nature, which tends to holli- 
ness as strongly as the natural life tends 
to sin. 


Birth and blood will tell to the latest 
generation. If some ancestor of mine 
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got intoxicated a hundred years ago on 
General Washington’s inauguration day, 
I am somewhat the worse for it, since a 
grain of wrong can be transmitted in its 
evil effects through generations. 


But, praise God, if some forefather 
of mine “lived soberly and righteously 
and godly” a hundred years ago, I am 
so much the likelier to do the same, 
since the seeds of righteous character 
are surely conveyed from parent to chil- 
dren and their children’s children. 


This is what the Apostle means by 
these words, “Whosoever is born of 
God, God’s seed remaineth in him.” He 
has a divine ancestry to help him to- 
ward holy living, to give him an im- 
pulse and tendency to righteousness. 


What astonishing words are those 
when we seriously meditate upon them: 
“He that believeth on the Son hath eter- 
nal life.” The very life of very God 
dwelling within him as the source and 
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spring of holy action. That life is sin- 
less and incapable of begetting sin. Re- 
produce it a thousand times and the 
fruit will be the same, sinless and only 
sinless. 


“Eternal life means a life without 
end,” you say. Yes, and just as truly it 
means a life without beginning. There- 
fore the Christian is a man whose train- 
ing began not a hundred years before 
he was born, but a hundred ages. The 
springs of his holy living take their rise 
in the beginning with God. 


As a boat thrust out into the current 
of the Amazon or of the Congo, has all 
the momentum of the headwaters of the 
mighty river behind it to bear it on, so 
a soul which by faith believes on Christ 
and thus comes into eternal life has the 
impulse of God’s beginningless life be- 
hind it to bear it onward in righteous 
living. 

Here is encouragement for the weak- 
est sinner. You say, “Alas, what is the 
use of trying to be good? My whole na- 
ture is against me. What avails it to 
turn the weather vane to the south, when 
the wind is blowing from the north? It 
is just as little use for me to say, ‘I will 
do right, I will be good,’ when the whole 
trend and tendency of my nature is 
against me.” 





Very true, and therefore Scripture 
saith plainly: “The carnal mind is en- 
mity against God, for it is not subject 
to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be.” That settles it. You cannot get 
right-doing out of wrong-being. You 
cannot get a rising virtue out of a fallen 
nature. Therefore it is that when we be- 
lieve, God puts another mind within us. 


“Tt is called the law of the Spirit of 
life,” which makes us free from the law 
of sin and death. Therefore I beseech 
you to let go of the fallen life of self 
and lay hold of the risen life of Christ. 
The old life which is a perennial foun- 
tain of sin and death must be distrusted, 
mortified and put off: the new life in 
Christ Jesus must become our supreme 
reliance. 


For it is not only written, “that which 
is born of the flesh is flesh,” and “that 
which is born of the Spirit is spirit,” but 
it is also written, “The flesh lusteth 
against the Spirit and the Spirit against 
the flesh and these are contrary the one 
to the other.” Take sides, therefore, with 
the Spirit and against the flesh. Trust 
to the death of Christ for the remission 
of sin: trust to the life of Christ for 
overcoming sin. So shall you be “con- 
querors and more than conquerors” 
through Him that loved and gave Him- 
self for us. 








Mrs. Gerald B. Winrod 
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AUL’S EPISTLE to Titus is believed 
to have been written from Corinth 
simultaneously with the first letter to 
Timothy. They are similar in content. 


Both are concerned with the due or- 
der of the Churches. The distinction is 
that First Timothy majors on sound 
doctrine, whereas Titus is primarily 
concerned with local Church govern- 
ment. 


Early fathers accepted the Titus doc- 
ument as genuine. Clement of Rome 
quoted it. Irenaeus mentioned Paul as 
the author. Theophilus regarded it as 
Scripture. Clement of Alexandria and 
Tertullian accepted it. 


Titus was a Greek and therefore a 





Gentile. (Galatians 2:1-3) He was con- 
verted by Paul. (Titus 1:4) He accom- 
panied Paul on the deputation sent from 
the Church at Antioch to Jerusalem, to 
consult the Apostles respecting the cir- 
cumcision of Gentile converts. (Acts 
15:2) This was a highly controversial 
question. 
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The official decision that he should 
not be circumcised, marked a permanent 
cleavage between Judaism and the 
Church. 


It is probable that Titus was a brother 
of Luke since neither is mentioned in 
the Acts, and the natural meaning in II 
Corinthians 8:18 and 10:18 is “his 
brother” — referring to Luke. He was 
Paul’s special ambassador at Corinth 
to take a collection for the needs of suf- 
fering saints at Jerusalem. The two men 
were associated in Christian work ap- 
proximately ten years. 


They visited the Mediterranean is- 
land of Crete together, where Titus re- 
mained in charge of a mission station. 
Anciently Crete possessed a hundred 
cities. We read about it in the book of 
Acts, where reference is made to the 
southern coast along which the vessel 
carrying Paul to Rome, was caught in a 
storm. 


Dr. Melvin G. Kyle says: “A gener- 
ation ago the story told among the an- 
cients concerning Crete, especially of 
the wonderful reign and glorious palace 
of King Minos, was regarded as fabu- 
lous, little more than a myth. Today 
the Cretan history, like the Hittite his- 
tory, has risen from the dead. 


“In 1895 exploratory excavations 
were made which located a most prom- | 
ising site for research. The result was 
to uncover a large part of the famous 
palace. Though doubtless much of leg- 
end and something of myth have gath- 
ered about the name of Minos, yet as a 
real personage he is now quite histori- 
cal.” 


Crete was an important place in 
Apostolic times, and carrying the Gos- 
pel there was a strategic move. Titus 
was entrusted with a heavy responsibil- 


ity. 
CHAPTER ONE 


“Left I thee in Crete,” says Paul. 
Cretans had a bad reputation. The clas- 
sics abound with allusions to their un- 
truthfulness. They were subtle and cun- 
ning, famous for skill in archery and 
expertness in ambushing. 


“The Cretians are always liars, evil 
beasts, slow bellies.” (verse 12) They 
loved fables. Even heathen poets laugh- 
ed at their lying assertion that they had 
in their country the sepulchre of Jupi- 
ter. The natural bent of their conversa- 
tion was toward falsehood. For this they 
were famous. 


Crete was a country without wild 
beasts. Paul used sarcasm to convey the 
idea that its human inhabitants supplied 
beastly traits of character. The term 
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“slow bellies” refers to the indolent na- 
ture of Cretans resulting from the pam- 
pering of their appetites.

THE FIRST magazine article publish- 

ed for the public regarding cancer 
appeared in the year 1913. Since then a 
reservoir of literature has been compil- 
ed devoted to exposing this killer, this 
enemy of mankind. 


Thousands of books have been writ- 
ten and other treatises published, both 
of a scientific nature and for the general 
public. A vast amount of research work 
has been done.

In war an army must know everything 
there is to be known about the enemy. 
Cancer is an enemy of humanity. Its 
secrets must be exposed. 


According to reliable statistics, more 
than 600 persons die every passing day 
from cancer in the United States. There 
will be at least 225,000 deaths from this 
cause during the present year. In the 
last twelve months, approximately 3,200 
children, between the ages of three and 
fifteen, died of cancer. One out of every 
five Americans will eventually have can- 
cer, according to estimates from author- 
itative sources. This killer claims the 
life of one American every two and one- 
third minutes. 


Since the year 1900, cancer has risen 
from the eighth position of the cause of 
death, to second place today. Heart di- 
sease is first. Alcoholism is third. Can- 
cer is the world’s second greatest killer. 


About 160,000 children now living 
under 18 years of age have lost their 
fathers from cancer ... and 175,000 
have lost their mothers. Unless the pres- 








ent trend is altered, 22 million Ameri- 
cans alive today will eventually die from 
this disease. The picture is dark and the 
public is being told that ten years must 
elapse before a cure may be expected. 


Meanwhile a steady stream of cancer 
victims are being cured at the Hoxsey 
Cancer Clinic, 4507 Gaston Avenue, of 
Dallas, Texas ... by a method that the 
American Medical Association oligar- 
chy refuses to officially recognize. 
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R. HARRY M. HOXSEY is a veteran 

in the war against cancer. His father 
and grandfather before him served the 
same cause. There is nothing secret 
about the medications that bear his 
name. The ingredients are listed on 
pages 87 and 88 of the book, “New 
Cures For Old Ailments.” 


While his work enjoys the commen- 
dation of many doctors and the thera- 
peutic value of the Method has been 
demonstrated, yet a powerfully organ- 
ized opposition succeeds in keeping it 
away from millions of needy sufferers. 
Those who come to his support soon 
find themselves facing forces thorough- 
ly trained in opposing him. No better 
example of this is noted, than the ex- 
perience of United States Senator EI- 
mer Thomas of Oklahoma. 
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It was back in February 1947, that 
the Senator called at the Dallas Clinic 
to hear testimonials of cures and com- 
pile a stenographic record. He opened 
the meeting with the following state- 
ment: 


“A friend of mine in Oklahoma, Mr. 
Chapman, wrote me a letter not so long 
ago and told me about the recovery of

A After they operated and it came back, 
they advised me to go to Fort Worth. They 
said the Mineral Wells X-ray wasn’t high 
enough powered. 

Q After you had two operations, then 
how many X-ray treatments did you have 
all told? 

A Six months, three months each. 

Q Before you came to the clinic on March 
9, 1939, what did the doctors tell you? 

A They told me they could not do any 
more for me, and they said a doctor there 
from the Harris Hospital wanted to operate 
on me, and I told him I had been operated 
on twice, and it didn’t do any good. 

Q But the other doctors said they couldn’t 
do anything for you? 

‘ A They said they had done all they could 
o. 

Q And they said you were a hopeless case? 

A Yes sir, and I paid them all, just like 
I did you all. 

Q And you came to the clinic in 1939— 

A (Interposing) Before I got here, they 
advised me to go over there to the Medical 
Arts Building, and I went over there, and 
“— —— me. 

_ You went to a group of doctors in the 
Medical Arts Building, and they said they 
couldn’t do any good on you? 

A He said, “I wouldn’t operate.” He said, 
“There isn’t a radium needle in Dallas that 
would do any good,” and they called in three 
or four doctors, and they all told me the 
same thing. 

Q And you started on our treatment, and 
we put you on the internal medicine; how 
long was it before that, two or three weeks? 

A I don’t recall exactly. 

Q Did your pain start getting better? 

A Only the X-ray. 

Q The X-ray pain? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Then you started treatment there, and 

treatment was put on. The bone — all 
the bone was burned, is that right? 
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A Yes sir. 

Q All right, the doctors told you that? 

A Yes sir. 

Q All right, then, how long was it after we 
put you on the treatment until you were 
able to do your work around the house? 

A Oh, I was able in a month to do some 
work, inside of a month. 

Q Did the cancer bleed any more or give 
you any trouble after that? 

A Never did bleed any more. 

Q But you had had hemorrhages before 
you came to me? 

A Yes. 

Q And they told you you would have 
hemorrhages continuously from this thing? 

A They couldn’t tell me anything. They 
wouldn’t talk about it. They just told me they 
couldn’t do anything more for me. 

Q Then after six months time, the can- 
cer was removed, is that right; in other 
words, you were all healed up? 


Yes. 

Q All right, have you had any trouble 
since that time? 

A No sir, I went back to work in three 
months after that. 

Q Now, a doctor at Fort Worth told you 
if Harry Hoxsey cured you, it would be a 
miracle? 

A Dr. Bond said that. He said it would 
be one of the miracles if you cured me. 

Q Isn’t it a fact that one day when you 
were going down Bryan Street, a man of 
the Texas Medical Board stopped you? 

A Yes sir. 

Q His name was W. F. McBride? 


A Yes. 

Q And he told you to quit taking treat- 
ments at the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic? 

A He didn’t say that, but just the same 
thing. 

Q He told you that we were a bunch of 
quacks and crooks and we would get your 
money? 

A Yes. 

Q Now I wanted the Senator to hear that. 
Are you glad you came to this clinic? 

A I would have been dead in three months 
if I hadn’t. 


DR. HOXSEY: Senator, I hand you a 
photograph. 

Q Is that your picture? 

A Yes sir. 

Q When was that taken? 

A That was taken about six years ago 
when I was treated. 

SENATOR THOMAS: That picture is 
marked No. 1. I hand you a picture marked 
No. 2; is that your picture? 


es. 
Q (By Senator Thomas) When was that 
taken? 
A One day last week. 
SENATOR THOMAS: That is all I want 
to ask him. 


MRS. G. W. SHELTON 
Examination by Dr. Hoxsey: 


Q Your name is Mrs. G. W. Shelton, is 
that right? 
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A Yes. 

Q And you are 60 years old. 

A 63. I was 60 when I started the treat- 
ment. 

Q All right, and you live in Comanche, 
Oklahoma, on Route 1? 

A Comanche, Oklahoma, and I live in 
town now. 

Q All right, did you come to this clinic 
in 1944? 

A I sure did. 

Q Why did you come? 

A Well, I had heard about it, and I 
thought, Well, I am going down and give 
him a trial. It won’t do any harm. 

Q What were you suffering with at that 
time? 

A Well, a cancer. That is what the doctor 
said it was. 

Q It was located on your spine right 
above your hips, is that right? 

Yes. 

Q The odor was so bad the neighbors 
would hardly come to see you, isn’t that so? 

A Yes. 

Q And you had to change the dressing 
three or four times a day? 

A Yes sir. 

Q The pus would get all over your 
clothes? 

A Yes sir. 

Q And you had lots of pain from it? 

A Yes, all the time. 

Q Now when you came to the clinic and 
saw me and the doctor there, we told you 
that we felt you had a slight chance to get 
well, is that right? — but we didn’t tell you 
we could cure you, did we? 

No. 

Q And we put you on our internal medi- 
cine, medicine to take by mouth? 

A Yes sir. 

Q You took the medicine for about two 
months? 
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A Yes. 

Q And you came back, and we treated 
that thing with a yellow powder, is that 
right? 

A Yes 

Q That thing at that time, when it came 
off, was as big as a cantaloupe? 

A Yes. 

Q All «ight, have you been, from the 
time you came to us up till now, to another 
doctor or anybody who treated it? 

A Nobody ever treated it but you. 

Q Now how do you feel; in other words, 
you are all right? 

A I feel better than I have felt in the last 
20 years. 

Q Now there is no pain, no suffering, and 
the wound is completely healed, is that right? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Do you think you would have been 
alive today if vou had not come to the clinic? 

A No, I would have been dead. 

Q The other doctors just refused to do 
for it? 

A All but one, and he wanted to cut it, 
and I told him No, and that is what I told 
you. I told you you could treat it, but yout 
weren’t going to cut on it. 

Q That is right. Three doctors had told 
you that was cancer before you came to me? 

A Yes, and you never did say you would 
cure it, but you said you thought you could, 
and I said I would do my part, and I have 
tried to follow your directions just as close 
as I could, and I say, “If it isn’t doing no 
good, Hoxsey can’t say I didn’t do my part,” 
and Hoxsey did his part. 

SENATOR THOMAS: Is this bump all 
gone? 

A Well, it is just a small place there. 

DR. HOXSEY: It is a scar. 

WITNESS: It is just a scar. You know, 
it has been on there 26 years. 

DR. HOXSEY: The thing had been 
growing for 26 years. 

SENATOR THOMAS: And it gives you 
no trouble now? 

A No sir, it doesn’t hurt me any more. 

Q (By Senator Thomas) You can sleep 
all right? 

A Yes. 

Q (By Senator Thomas) And do the 
things one ordinarily does at your age? 

A Yes. 

Q (By Senator Thomas) You give Dr. 
Hoxsey and this institution credit for it? 

A Him and that old Dr. Johnson and 
that nurse standing there; that is the way I 
feel about it. I think I would have been 
dead if it hadn’t been for them. 


MRS. DUDLEY HUDSON 
Exainination by Dr. Hoxsey: 


Q Your name is Mrs. Dudley Hudson? 

A Yes. 

Q You live at Aquilla, Texas? 

A Yes. 

Q How old are you? 

A 49 years old. 

Q Are you married? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Mrs. Hudson, I want you to tell your 
story, when you first consulted a doctor for 
your condition, 

A Well, for years I had been having 
trouble. I had been going to Dr. Kirby for 





quite a while. In fact, I was deathly sick. In 
fact, I had an obstruction. That was in °35, 
and so I was operated on in March of 1935. 

Q How much of your bowel did he take 
out? 

A He took out 19 inches that was filled 
with cancers, and sent it to the laboratory. 

Q What was the name of the hospital? 

A Providence Hospital in Waco. 

Q In 1937, this thing started growing, 
and you had a large mass come here on your 
side, is that right? 

A Well, it was later than that, Dr. Hox- 
sey. I think it started in ’38, and it was ’39 
I came to see you. In May of ’39. 

Q You went back to see Dr. Kirby in ’39? 

A Yes, 

Q What did he tell you? 

A Well, he told me that nothing could 
be done for me. 

Q Done all for you he could do? 

A That no one could ever help me in any 
way whatsoever. 

Q And then you heard of the Cancer 
Clinic? 

A That is right. 

Q And you came up here? 

A Yes sir. 

Q And we told you, your husband, we 
didn’t know whether we could help you or 
not; if you lived 30 days, we might help you? 

A Yes sir. 

Q And told you the same thing; prom- 
ised you nothing? 

A Why that is right. 

Q And you started taking internal medi- 
cine? 

A That is right. 

Q How long was it before your pain 
started getting better? 

It was quite a while. It was several 
months. Mine was an obstinate case because 
it was so serious, and it was very slow, but 
anyway it was perfect in the end. 

Q And the rest of it is that you took the 
treatment altogether, it was about 12 months 
before the mass disappeared, and all of the 
hardness came out of the side? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Have you ever seen Dr. Kirby since 
that? 

A Well, I saw him; of course, he isn’t 
living now, but I did go to see him. 

Q What did he say? 

A Well, he said, ‘Mrs. Hudson, you have 
more courage than anyone I know, will- 
power.” He seemed to think that I was living 
on the strength of will power. He wouldn’t 
give this treatment any consideration. 

Q That was in 1939? 

A Well, yes, maybe later, probably 1940, 
when I talked to him. It was sometime after 
I began to improve. 

Pe Now, how much weight have you gain- 
ed? 

A Well, I am almost ashamed to say. 

Q Go ahead. 

A 40 pounds. 

Q You were yellow and very emaciated, 
and couldn’t walk out? 

A And could scarcely talk. If I had talk- 
ed this much, I would have been practically 
out. 

Q They practically had to carry you on 
a cot to the clinic? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Can vou wash and carry on your 
housework now? 
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A Yes sir. 
Q Do you drive your car? 
A Yes. 


Q Do you feel that you owe your life to 
this Clinic? 

A Oh, indeed, I am sure that I do. 

Q Isn’t it a fact that during a trial that 
I was having down here in court in 1941, 
your husband wrote me a letter and told me 
to write and draw on him for any amount 
of money, isn’t that true? 

A That is right. 

Q To help win that fight? 

A Yes sir. 

Q You came to Dallas, and came to court 
to help defend me when I have been per- 
secuted? 

A That is true. 

Q Do you think your husband would give 
me money now if I needed it? 

A Certainly he would. He is your friend 
to your dying day. 

SENATOR THOMAS: I will ask you this 
question: Do you give this institution credit 
for your cure? 

A Oh, indeed, because without it, I had 
no hope at all. 

SENATOR THOMAS: Well, you look to 
be the very picture of health; is that veri- 
fied by your actual condition? 

A Well, yes. I am well. I am sure of that. 
I lead a very active life. There isn’t any- 
thing that I want to do that I don’t do.

AFTER completely satisfying himself 

that cancer was being cured by the 
Hoxsey Method, Senator Thomas re- 
turned to Washington and did every- 
thing in his power to gain recognition 
for it among Government agencies.

Case Against Vaccination

N A RECENT EDITORIAL in which 

vaccination was mentioned I remark- 
ed, “I could fill a book with the evidence 
in my possession,” whereupon a Texas 
doctor promptly wrote: “Why don’t 
you? We need it.” 


That put me on the spot. Something 
will have to be done about it, especially 
since I was not bluffing. There really is 
enough material in my files on vaccina- 
tion to write a book, but space is limit- 
ed in a magazine so we will have to be 
content with just a few items, selected 
at random. 


For one thing, when I first fired a 
shot into the vaccination hole a couple 
of years ago in my syndicated newspa- 
per column I found out there was some- 
thing down there, all right. It wasn’t the 
wrong hole. I knew that from the noises 
that came up. 


A county health officer in California 
had been telling the people, through the 
newspapers, to have their infants and 
children vaccinated at once. All adults 
should be vaccinated, too. 


It was supposed to have something 
to do with national defense. Going past 
the county garage I noticed signs had 
been painted on most of the county- 
owned automobiles reading, “/mmunize 
now for National Defense. See Your 
Doctor.” 


I wondered just why it was that tax- 
payers’ money should be used to solicit 
business for private practitioners and 
raised the question but we were never 
able to get an answer. The health officer 
came out with a newspaper statement 
evading this issue and declaring that the 
vaccine companies were supplying the 
serums at cost as a public service. None 
of the companies I wrote to ever verified 
that statement and the private doctors 
wao inoculated people certainly charged 
the regular amount for their services. 


[hat was mid-summer of 1951. Some 
reports hit my desk that immunizing in 
the summer months might lay the pa- 
tient open to polio, which reports I ran 
in my column, whereupon the county 
health officer again made a dignified 
statement through the papers. 





While pointedly ignoring me, he has- 
tened to assure anxious parents that 
there was absolutely no danger connect- 
ed with having their children vaccinated 
at that time. It was then that I quoted 
word for word a warning from the U.S. 
Department of Health and two top medi- 
cal polio authorities in Chicago that it 
was dangerous to have children vacci- 
nated in the summer months because of 
the polio incidence and advising them 
to wait until winter. The Chicago spe- 
cialists cautiously admitted that there 
seemed to be some connection between 
vaccinations in summer and the subse- 
quent rise of the polio incidence. 


The county health officer ignored 
that, too, but he did not ignore a column 
I wrote in which I called vaccines “sick 
calf pus” and “horse filth,” quoting 
from a medical treatise which told how 
vaccine was made. 


The county health department 
promptly got out a confidential bulletin 
to all doctors in the area “explaining” 
how vaccines were “really” made be- 
cause, the bulletin said, “a certain news- 
paper columnist has given a false and 
misleading report on this.” 


The bulletin said that, contrary to the 
columnist’s report, “a healthy young 
heifer under six months of age is care- 
fully selected.” This heifer is kept un- 
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der extremely sanitary conditions, a 
patch about a foot square is shaved on 
her abdomen and she is inoculated with 
smallpox. 


When a reservoir of the smallpox 
pus has formed under the shaved spot, 
it is extracted in a very sanitary way and 
carefully strained and bottled for the 
doctor’s use — all under the cleanest 
conditions. The heifer herself is kept 
clean clear up until the autopsy. 


I hadn’t even known there was an 
autopsy until I read it in the medical 
department’s bulletin but it was news I 
gladly passed on to my readers. In 
short, while I had called smallpox vac- 
cine “sick calf pus” the bulletin sent 
physicians made it “a healthy heifer un- 
der six months of age.” 


What is the difference between a 
young heifer and a calf? I asked my 
readers, after quoting the bulletin. But 
was it a sick calf? The health people 
had said the heifer was “healthy,” yet, 
I pointed out, after this “healthy” calf 
or heifer had been given smallpox it 
must have been a mighty sick animal. 
Indeed, the author of the bulletin ad- 
mitted an autopsy was performed. No 
matter how sanitary the surroundings, 
that calf must have been pretty sick and 
unsanitary after it filled up with small- 
pox pus and died. 


I passed this information along to the 
readers of my column and my critics 
did not let out a peep. Figuring I might 
have another round of ammunition they 
kept perfectly quiet down there in their 
hole. An irate user of the vaccine did 
write a letter to Harry Hoiles, publisher 
of one of the papers running my column 
declaring that “very little vaccine is 
made that way (the way I had described 
it) any more.” 

Mr. Hoiles replied that the very 
words, “any more,” was an admission 
that it had been made in that way and 
that some, even if “very little” is still 
made that way. No matter how it is 
made, it is still smallpox filth taken 
from a sick animal and it is still the en- 
grafting of animal cells into the human 
body, which is contrary to the natural 
laws of God. 


Vaccination itself is bad enouek but 


in most states, because of their political 
power, the immunizers have made it 
compulsory in public schools and other 
institutions. They begin with a sin and 
back it with force. 


Having now done a little preliminary 
sparring on the subject of vaccination, I 
wish to emphasize that there are two 
ways in which one may be “immunized” 
—voluntarily and by compulsion. 


I am opposed to the latter on prin- 
ciple — the principle that an American 
citizen has a right to decide what shall 
or shall not be put into his body. Forced 
medication is completely alien to every- 
thing American. If a citizen wishes to 
be voluntarily vaccinated, however, that 
is his business and his right. Before he 
does, though, he should have enough in- 
formation on both sides of the subject 
to know what he is doing. 


Many doctors tell us that we could 
trace a big percentage of all disease 
cases back to the patient having at one 
time been vaccinated. Sometimes, they 
tell us, it may be many years before one 
of these diseases break out. 


Dr. F. P. Millard, a Toronto osteo- 
path who specialized on lymphatic re- 
search, once wrote a brilliant brochure 
on how vaccination affects the lymphat- 
ic system. 


The human body has three circula- 
tory systems, arterial and vein blood 
circulation and lymphatic. According to 
Dr. Millard, “The lymphatic circulation 
has a series of channels, tubes or ducts, 
with a terminal drainage point in the 
veins on either side of the neck. Associa- 
ted with this circulation are hundreds of 
glands, called ‘nodes.’ These nodes or 
glands are ‘traps’ and in an emergency 
they retain poisons which, if allowed to 
escape through the system at once would 
produce almost instant death.” 


We see that this is a sort of human 
plumbing system, with traps, much like 
the kitchen sink. Now, to continue quot- 
ing Dr. Millard: 


“When these glands become blocked 
and overflow, as they do in extreme 
cases of vaccine poisoning, the blood 
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circulation takes up the blockage pro- 
ducts and death from blood poisoning 
results. 


“In an ordinary vaccination the axil- 
lary glands in the armpit will be swollen 
and tender. The swelling may disappear 
after two or three weeks, though it may 
persist for months and become chronic 
in type and even develop into malignan- 
cy in the breast or armpit. A case re- 
ported by Dr. Peebles, M.D. was the 
direct result of the virus traveling up 
from the armpit and forming a chronic 
suppurating wound in the glands under 
the jaw. Gangrene of the hand, as refer- 
red to by Dr. Holt, an authority of na- 
tional repute, is another confirmation 
of the blockage of the circulation by 
chronic, indurated or even suppurating 
lymphatic glands. 


“The lymph flow is as essential as 
the blood flow and the poisoning of the 
lymphatic system simply means the 
poisoning of the body tissues and or- 
gans. Once the lymphatic system is 
blocked there is a systemic disturbance 
that involves the various organs of the 
body and many patients can trace their 
breakdown and ill health from the time 
of vaccination, or the poisoning of the 
body through blockage of the lymphat- 
ics. 


“Hundreds of persons have died from 
lymphatic poisoning following vaccina- 
tion. It is a question whether or not a 
severe vaccine poisoning is not more 
difficult to clear than a venereal poison- 
ing. As soon as a wholesale vaccination 
is ordered we see cases of sore throat, 
diphtheria, measles and mumps. The tem- 
perature is often forced away above 
normal through this systemic pollution. 
This wholesale pollution has brought 
about nervous instability, lack of tone, 
vascular irregularities, and what else 
could happen but growths, cancers or 
heart failures later on? 


“Vaccination for smallpox results in 
a lymphatic blockage due to engraft- 
ing upon the human the cells and pus 
from the bovine. The bovine (cattle) 
cells multiply far more rapidly than 
human cells. Such a graft therefore 
must enormously overtax the human cir- 
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culation in having to harbor and har- 
monize, in a degree, this foreign cell 
life. The very thought of grafting beast 
into human is so revolting that instinct 
as well as reason cries out against it.” 


Six swollen lymphatic “traps” in cer- 
tain areas will make you ill. A dozen 
will put you on your back. Fifty vital 
glands blocked may cause death. This 
eminent lymphatic authority, Dr. Mil- 
lard, concludes: 


“To have a vaccination scar is a re- 
flection on the intelligence. A scar fol- 
lowing a solicited vaccination signifies 
loyalty to medical superstition. A scar 
from forced vaccination is a brand, a 
mark of medical tyranny and despotism. 
I would not be vaccinated and take the 
risk of complications for a $10,000 
draft on the Bank of England. My chil- 
dren have never been vaccinated and I 
trust never will. It is up to the mothers 
of the land to take a determined stand 
and they would quickly end the compul- 
sory vaccinations of children. Without 
force of compulsion, the hideous prac- 
tice would soon disappear.” 


Now let us go in for a little history. 
There is nothing new or “improved” 
about serumizing people. Clear back in 
the days of the Civil War, Dr. Simon 
Baruch, father of Bernard Baruch, was 
the Surgeon-General of the Union 
Army. Forcible vaccination became the 
order of the day. 


The Baruchs seem to have a mania 
for wanting to force other people to do 
things their way. Barney Baruch even 
today stands for compulsory military 
service, compulsory drafts of men, wom- 
en and children to work where they are 
told, when they are told, at what they are 
told, and at whatever wages they are 
told in the “war effort” without the 
slightest regard for their Constitutional 
rights. On the occasion of his 80th birth- 
day, he said: “I can still tell those fel- 
lows down at Washington what to do.” 
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Of this compulsory vaccination in 
Civil War days, Daniel Webster angrily 
stood up and shouted: “Compulsory 
yaccination is an outrage and a gross 
interference with the liberty of the peo- 
ple in a land of freedom!”

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McCARTHY’S ANSWER 
TO ATTLEE 


Mr. McCARTHY. Mr. President, at 
the time of the quorum call I was read- 
ing a quotation from that most unusual 
speech made by Mr. Attlee, in the House 
of Commons the other day. I should like 
to read one more brief excerpt from the 


account of that speech: 

Attlee said he welcomed Churchill’s proposal 
Monday for an immediate meeting of heads of 
state, but he doubted the wisdom of President 
Eisenhower’s attendance. He hinted the presence 
ef any American would only hinder talks. 


Mr. President, I think we should keep 
in mind that Mr. Attlee no longer rep- 
resents the British people. He has been 
repudiated about as thoroughly as Mr. 
Acheson was repudiated in this Country. 


I was not disturbed so much by what 
Mr. Attlee said. There is nothing sur- 
prising about his statement. It is in line 
with his whole career. 

However, Mr. President, I was very 
greatly disturbed to find that the re- 
sponsible majority in the British House 
of Commons sat idly by while this dis- 
credited and repudiated member of the 
Socialist Party deliberately insulted the 
President of the United States and the 
American people. 

Attlee may well have performed the 
first service for us which he has ever 
performed in his long and odious ca- 
reer, in that he may have unknowingly 
torn away the sham of all-out British 
support of American attempts to defeat 
Communism. In so doing he may have 
performed some service to us. 


When I talk about Mr. Attlee, it must 
be understood I am not directing any of 
my remarks against the British people. 
The British people are a great race. I 
certainly applaud them for having re- 
pudiated Attlee. When they did so, they 
were voting, or at least they thought 
they were voting, for a man with a great 
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heart and great courage. Perhaps they 
remembered that speech of Churchill’s 
of June 4, 1940, when he said: 

We shall fight on the beaches, we shall fight on 
the landing grounds, we shall fight in the fields 
and In the streets, we shall fight in the hills; we 
shall never surrender. 

Mr. President, I could not help but 
think of that speech when I read the ac- 
count of Attlee’s statement that neither 
the President of this Country nor any 
other American should be present at the 
peace talks, and when he urged a Com- 
munist type of peace, which, of course, 
would mean surrender by the United 
States. I could not help but think of 
those words of Churchill when I read 
the account of Churchill’s sitting there 
and meekly nodding his head as Attlee 
made that fantastic speech. 


I may say that it is extremely diffi- 
cult, almost to the point of being impos- 
sible, for me to criticize Churchill, of 
whom I have thought rather highly for 
a long period of time. But I do think 
that Churchill, as a leader of the ma- 
jority party of Britain, owes to the 
American people a frank statement of 
whether he and his majority party agree 
with what Attlee said the other day. 


I can understand why Attlee would 
rise and insult the United States. I can 
understand why Attlee would hate Ei- 
senhower. He was getting along right 
well before the 20th of January. The 
team of Attlee and Acheson was doing 
an excellent job of working with the 
Communists toward the expansion of 
Communist control throughout the 
world. I can well understand why he 
does not like the President of the United 
States, who refuses to compromise with 
treason, as did Attlee and Acheson. 


Another reason why I assume Attlee 
must hate Eisenhower is that one of 
Eisenhower’s first acts after he took of- 
fice as President was to withdraw the 
United States 7th Fleet, which was pro- 
tecting the long, exposed Communist 
coastline of China and also protecting 
the shipment of material into Commu- 
nist China. 

In that connection, I should like to 
read what the President said in his state 
of the Union message on February 2, 
1953. He was referring to the previous 
use of our 7th Fleet under the Acheson- 
Attlee agreement. This is what Eisen- 
hower said in speaking of the use of the 
7th Fleet: 

This has meant, in effect, that the United States 


Navy was required to serve as a defensive arm 
of Communist China.

Mr. President, I should like to take 
a minute or two to discuss the impor- 
tance of that act on the part of the Presi- 
dent, and why it disturbed Mr. Attlee 
so much, 


As we all know, during the entire Ko- 
rean war up until the time President 
Eisenhower took office, our 7th Fleet 
had orders — and there is nothing se- 
cret about those orders — to shoot down 
any planes from Formosa which at- 
tempted to attack the Communist coast- 
line of China, and to sink any ship and 
to kill any man if either tried to move 
from Formosa back to the Chinese main- 
land. 

What did that mean, Mr. President? 


As General MacArthur pointed out 
before the Russell committee the result 
of the order to the 7th Fleet to ward off 
any attacks upon the Communist coast- 
line of China was to release a vast num- 
ber of Communist troops, with the end 
result that they were killing American 
young men in Korea. 


Of course, Mr. President, Mr. Attlee 
had no objection to that. If he wishes 
to advise the American people, as he 
did the other day, I might suggest that 
he advise them, and that his friend 
Acheson advise them now, too, under 
what conceivable rule of warfare any 
nation has ever had its navy protect the 
enemy’s coastline ... 


Mr. President, Comrade Attlee knows 
that the people of this Country want 
peace, he knows we want a victorious 
peace, and he knows that we do not want 
a Communist-dictated peace. He knows 
— or should know — that if we were to 
accept a Communist-dictated peace, it 
would result in infinitely more agony, 
blood, and tears than would have result- 
ed, had we pushed on to victory, as Gen- 
eral MacArthur suggested. 


I think it might be well to notify Mr. 
Attlee that the days of treason and ap- 
peasement in this Country are past; that 
there is really a new day in America; 
that we do not want his advice; we do 
not need it, and we can assure him that 
we shall not accept it. 
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Mr. President, I think I should give a 
brief picture of Mr. Attlee for the Re- 
cord, while we are about it. I have here 
a number of pictures of Mr. Attlee 
which appeared originally in the official 
publication of the Communist Interna- 
tional Brigade in Spain. I have copies 
available for any Senators who would 
care to have them, and for members of 
the press. /t is a picture of Attlee re- 
viewing the Communist International 
Brigade, in Madrid, Spain, with his 
hand raised in the Communist salute. 


In the picture are Attlee, former Gen- 
eral Miaja, commander of the Commu- 
nist brigade, and Commissar Anton, 
head of the Communist Party in Spain. 
I showed the picture to one of my 
friends at one time, and he said, “May- 
be Attlee’s Communist salute was mere- 
ly an act of courtesy to the Commu- 
nists.” 


Lest anyone should think it was mere- 
ly an act of courtesy, we have also re- 
produced from the Communist brigade 
official publication a letter in Mr. Att- 
lee’s handwriting. Let me read the last 
line of that letter, if I may, written by 
the man who says the United States 
should not participate in any peace 


talks. I read: 


I shall try to tell our comrades at home of what 
I have seen. 


“Our comrades at home,” Mr. Presi- 
dent. As the Senate well knows, in the 
Communist jargon the phrase “com- 
rades” means only one thing; it means 
fellow Communists. 


Listen to the closing line of his letter. 
As we know, the battle cry of interna- 
tional communism coined by Marx dec- 
ades ago has always been: “Workers of 
the world, unite.” 


Mr. Attlee closed his letter with the 
words, “Workers of the world, unite.” 


Incidentally, in the letter he extols 
the Communist soldiers and tells of 
their “devotion to the cause of freedom 
and social justice.” 


That is the man who abuses us in the 
British House of Commons, while the 
majority party sits idly by and fails to 
repudiate him. I think it is time for 
them to stand up and say whether they 
agree or disagree with him.

THE PRESIDENT'S 
HEALTH 


D ESPITE the insistence of White 
House sources that the health of 
President Eisenhower is sound, concern 
is mounting over his physical condition. 


Mr. Eisenhower’s White House aids 
declare there is nothing wrong with his 
health and that he is fully able to carry 
out the exacting and arduous job of the 
Presidency — a job which Mr. Truman 
frequently termed a “man killer” and 
refused to seek a second time for fear 
he would “go out feet first.” 


Nevertheless, there are signs the 
American public is beginning to worry 
over the illnesses which have beset the 
62 year old Mr. Eisenhower since he be- 
came Chief Executive and his frequent 
absences from his desk to play golf in 
Washington or at his retreat in Augus- 
ta, Georgia. 


The President’s latest illness was a 
stomach ailment accompanied by a fever 
which struck him last Thursday when 
he returned to Washington from a pro- 
longed golfing vacation in Augusta to 
deliver a major foreign policy address 
before the National Society of News- 
paper Editors. 


In March, 1949, after he had finished 
his three year term as army Chief of 
Staff, it was disclosed that Mr. Eisen- 
hower was seriously ill with what Dr. 
Howard Snyder, the President’s person- 
al physician, diagnosed as “a severe 
case of acute gastro-enteritis’—inflam- 
mation of the membrane lining the 
stomach and intestines. This illness last- 
ed three weeks to a month and necessi- 
tated Mr. Eisenhower’s going to Key 
West, for a “complete rest” and conva- 
lescence. 


It is also known that he suffered re- 
peated colds when Supreme Comman- 
der of the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization forces in Europe, prior to return- 
ing to the United States last summer to 
seek the nomination as Republican Pres- 
idential candidate. 





Mr. Lisenhower’s physician said after 
his Presidential nomination that his 
chief ailment was bursitis. It would ap- 
pear, however, that the President also 
is susceptible to colds and stomach ail- 
ments. Less than a week after his inaug- 
uration last January 20, Mr. Eisen- 
hower came down with a cold that con- 
fined him to his living quarters ... 


On the eve of his inauguration, Dr. 
Snyder pronounced him in “very good” 
physicial condition. Dr. Snyder, retired 
army medical corps major general, who 
has been watching over the former five 
star general’s health since 1945, declar- 
ed Mr. Eisenhower has a “splendid” 
amount of reserve energy which he can 
maintain with little rest ... 


A year ago, E. B. Gallaher, a Con- 
necticut manufacturer, wrote a letter to 
Senator Duff (R., Pa.), a leading Eisen- 
hower backer, which raised the question 
of Mr. Eisenhower’s health and made it 
a predominating convention issue. A 
few days earlier, Mr. Eisenhower was 
recovering in Paris from a throat infec- 
tion which confined him to his bed. Mr. 
Eisenhower admitted at that time that 
“T was real sick ... sickest I’ve been in 
20 years.” 


Gallaher demanded to know if it were 
true Mr. Eisenhower was “a chronic in- 
valid, whether he suffers from hyper- 
tension and cannot actively work but a 
short period at any one iime.” 


In her book “Eisenhower Was My 
Boss,” Kay Summersby, the young 
British woman who was the five star 
general’s chauffeur, confidential clerk 
and social companion throughout four 
years of World War II, makes repeated 
references to Mr. Eisenhower’s aches 
and pains and bouts with bad health. 


Miss Summersby mentions that he 
“was inclined to suffer from high blood 
pressure ... and neuritis was likely to 
visit his shoulder.” She relates that he 
“slipped down to London clinic for in- 
jection treatments,” and that his “entire 
staff (was) worried over Gen. Ike’s 


health.”

RED METHODS 
IN HOLLYWOOD 


POSSIBLY the most striking testimony 

yet received by the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee has been that 
of David Lang, film writer and Com- 
munist Party member until 1946. He 
provided what is apparently the long- 
est list to appear of persons attending 
Communist meetings in Hollywood — 
some 50 names. And he reported a 
threat that for this he will be shot when 
(if) the Communist apparatus takes 
over. 


However, the most revealing informa- 
tion was his description of clinics in 
which leading Communist film writers 
indoctrinated younger writers with the 
party line and helped them with their 
scripts. They were taught how to inject 
Communist propaganda into films — 
propaganda designed to breed discon- 
tent, to attack our economic and politi- 
cal system, to praise Soviet Russia. 


Beyond this, the young writers who 
showed Communist inclinations were 
helped by the experience of successful 
writers, to produce good scripts accept- 
able to the studios; the purpose was to 
keep and increase Communists among 
the writing fraternity, with the aim of 
controlling Hollywood’s idea factory. 
In fact, this built-in employment agency 
—offering success to aspiring writers— 
was held out as an inducement for join- 
ing the Communist Party. If you wanted 
to get ahead quickly, the way was to go 
Communist. 


This vicious system explains in part 
the tremendous affinity between Holly- 








wood and the Communist conspiracy. 
Undoubtedly Communists gravitated to- 
ward the movie industry as one of the 
best outlets of expression, of influenc- 
ing American thought. But the ruthless 
machinery by which Communists guard- 
ed the door to advancement in Holly- 
wood script-writing obviously spurred 
the process. The surprising thing is that 
the studios allowed this Red monopoly 
to develop for nearly two decades with- 
out lifting a finger. It took congression- 
al investigations and public indignation 
to start action.

STRONGER ESPIONAGE 
LAWS NEEDED 


UDITH COPLON, onetime Govern- 

ment employee twice convicted of 
traitorous dealings with Soviet agents, 
is still running around loose. One of her 
convictions was set aside because evi- 
dence based on wiretapping is not ad- 
missible in Federal courts. 


Alger Hiss is in the jug — and we 
hope he is forced to serve his full 5-year 
sentence — but he was convicted only 
of perjury in denying that as a State De- 
partment employee he _ passed secret 
Government documents to Soviet agents. 
He wasn’t convicted of espionage, be- 
cause legal technicalities prevented that. 


All these and other current cases put 
a sharp point, we think, on some obser- 
vations which Senator Alexander Wiley, 
Republican, of Wisconsin, is making 
these days to anyone who will listen. 


Senator Wiley says — and a study re- 
cently made by the Library of Congress 
backs him up — that this country has 
only a few old-fashioned and inefficient 
legal weapons with which to combat 
Soviet espionage. 


Moscow is turning out spies “on an 
assembly line basis,” according to the 
Wisconsin Senator, and these agents are 
very dangerous. We need to reexamine 
some of our laws, with a view to making 
it easier for the Government to prose- 
cute any spies it can catch, without de- 
stroying any fundamental American 
rights and privileges.

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CIGARETTES 
BREED CANCER 


CCORDING to the concensus of best 
scientific opinion, America’s costly 
cigarette habit is directly responsible 
for the rapid increase of cancer and oth- 
er virulent diseases to which modern 
civilization is heir. 


Science, official organ of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science, has reported on experiments 
with mice which indicate a definite con- 
nection between cigarette smoke and 
lung cancer. Special work in this field 
is being conducted by Dr. J. M. Essen- 
berg of the Department of Anatomy, 
Chicago Medical School, who says: 


“It seems justifiable to conclude that 
the preponderance of tumors in the ex- 
perimental mice was induced by the 
cigarette smoke.” 


Dr. Essenberg constructed two identi- 
cal chambers. To one he attached an au- 
tomatic smoke machine which, by the 
control of a time clock, lighted and con- 
sumed a cigarette on the hour, blowing 
the smoke into the chamber. Both cham- 
bers had connections to a pump to main- 
tain air circulation. 


In each chamber he put 36 mice 
equally divided as to sex. The “smoke” 
chamber was filled with cigarette smoke 
for six to seven minutes every hour for 
a 12-hour day. This was maintained for 
one year. Meanwhile, the mice in the 
“control” chamber breathed only pure 
air. 


Twenty-three of the “smoked” mice 


survived, “well-preserved” and 32 “con- 
trol” mice survived. The lungs of all 
were removed and subjected to tests. 
Twenty-one of the “smoked” mice show- 
ed lung cancer, in varying stages, and 
only two tested negatively. Of the 32 
“control” mice, 19 had lung cancer and 


13 did not. 


Dr. Essenberg said that when tested 
by standard statistical methods, this was 
a significant difference and the proba- 
bility of it resulting from chance was 
0.01. The percentages of “smoked” 
against “control” mice were 91.3 op- 
posed to 59.4. 


Two scientists, working under the 
auspices of Great Britian’s Medical Re- 
search Council, recently concluded ex- 
tensive investigations along these lines. 


After studying 1,465 cases of lung 
cancer and carefully cataloguing their 
facts, Dr. Richard Doll and Professor 
A. B. Hill reported that, “The associa- 
tion between smoking and carcinoma of 
the lung is real.” Pipe smokers were 
found exposed to slightly less danger 





than those who use cigarettes. 
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was an immigrant. Thus again is the 
contrast drawn between this contempti- 
ble product of American education and 
the cultured refugee.

APPRAISING THE 
REVISED 
STANDARD VERSION

The word “Version,” as applied to various editions of the Bible, has left 
many laymen confused. The three most discussed these days are ... the King James 


or Authorized Version, 1611 ... the American Revised Version, 1901 ... 


and the 


Revised Standard Version, 1952. In the article that follows, the latter Version is 


designated by the abbreviation R.S.V. 





“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and doctrines of devils (de- 
mons).” I Timothy 4:1 


. B. PHILLIP’S RENDITION of this 
passage is significant: “God’s Spirit 
specifically tells us that in later days 
there will be men who abandon the true 
faith and allow themselves to be spirit- 
ually seduced by teachings of the devil.” 

















We feel that Arthur Way has truly 
caught the sense of the passage in his 
translation: “Yet, do not expect to find 
unanimity even in these great essentials. 
The Spirit expressly warns us that in 
the latter times some will revolt from 
the Faith: they will give heed to delud- 
ing spirits and to doctrines devil- 
taught.” 


This message is prepared in response 
to many inquiries concerning my opin- 
ion relative to the reliability of the New 
Revised Standard Version of the Holy 
Scriptures. Because it was sponsored by 
the Division of Education of the Nation- 
al Council of the Churches of Christ, I 


was loath to give it even tacit approval. 


Then when I saw the names of the 
men who were charged with the respon- 
sibility of doing the translating and 
knowing, from their published writings, 
that many of them held extreme liberal 
views relative to the Scriptures, I had 
grave doubts as to the trustworthiness of 
this widely publicized work. 


No doubt there are commendable 
things to be found in this edition, im- 
provements in the actual wording, and 
more accurate renditions of certain pas- 
sages. One satisfying feature is its re- 
turn to the translation of II Timothy 
3:16 as found in the King James Ver- 
sion. This verse was tragically rendered 
in the American Revised Version of 
1901. Some of the translators of that 
particular version disclaimed responsi- 
bility in connection with that strange 
and inconsistent presentation. 


Dean Burgon declared it was the most 
astonishing as well as the most calami- 
tous blunder of the age. Dr. Nathaniel 
West called the rendition a high crime. 
Dr. Millar Burrows of Yale University, 
one of the translators of the R.S.V., told 
me out of his own mouth that his group 
saw the weakness of the American Re- 
vised Version’s position on this verse 
and returned to the King James rendi- 
tion. 


As we face the subject before us I 
wish to give a 


TESTIMONY TO THE TRUTH 


This hour calls for a positive declar- 
' ation of faith in supernatural revela- 
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in uncertainties nor allow doubts to 
creep into his mind and heart. 


The secret of a virile faith was un. 
covered by Paul when he wrote: “So 
then faith cometh by hearing, and hear. 
ing by the word of God.” One reason 
why some have a tottering faith is be- 
cause they trifle with the Scriptures, 
They are proud to own a Bible but are 
poor at studying it for themselves. 


I believe the Bible is a revelation 
from God, therefore infallible and au- 
thoritative. I believe it is a revelation of 
Christ, therefore complete and_ suffi- 
cient. I believe it is a revelation to man, 
therefore to be accepted and obeyed. | 
believe it is a revelation for all time, 
therefore as practical and acceptable 
for our day as for the times when writ- 
ten. 


To me, the Bible does not merely con- 
tain the Word of God but is the Word 
of God. The person who denies the di- 
vine origin of the Word is sure to end 
in the densest darkness because there is 
no light by which to walk aside from 
the light of truth as given by God. 
David said: “Thy word is a lamp unto 
my feet, and a light unto my path.” 


Under the power of the Holy Spirit, 
the Apostle Paul wrote: “All Scripture 
is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteous- 
ness: that the man of God may be per- 
fect, thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works.” 


The word with which this passage be- 
gins is small but the most inclusive in 
all the Bible, namely, “all.” It embraces 
the thirty-nine books which comprise 
the Old Testament and the twenty-seven 
which complete the New. Nothing is ex- 
cluded. 


This direct and unmistakable testi- 
mony of the Apostle Paul leads us to 
accept the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible. By this we mean that every word, 
sentence, line, mark, point, and pen- 
stroke were put upon the original parch- 
ments by inspiration. 


Some have advanced the idea that the 
thoughts of the writers were inspired 
and they were left to give them expres- 
sion in their own language. Thoughts 
and words are eternally wedded, and in 
the Bible, God’s thoughts are expressed 
in the very words of His own mind. 
Nothing has been left to human de- 
vising and the possibility of error. 


The truth of verbal inspiration is de- 
clared in the Word itself: “Which things 
also we speak, not in the words which 
man’s wisdom teacheth, but (in the 
words) which the Holy Ghost teacheth, 
comparing spiritual things with spirit- 
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The text of this message suggests that 
as we come-to the closing days of the 
age there will be 


TROUBLE ABOUT THE TRUTH 


Under the control of “seducing spir- 
its’ there will be a departure from the 
faith, which means a forsaking of the 
Word as given to us. The Bible is the 
focal point of attack, and Satan knows 
well if he can get men to doubt the 
Word, he has won a victory. This was 
his trick in Eden: “ ... And he said un- 
to the woman, Yea, hath God said ...?” 


In the sincerity of their blindness and 
ignorance of the supernatural, profes- 
sing Christians can become the willing 
tools of the adversary. Satan’s schemes 
are subtle. 


There are many theological fads ex- 
tant today. We hear of the larger hope, 
the larger Christ, the new era, and the 
need of a new theology. Much is said 
about liberal thinking and the impor- 
tance of bringing the Bible up-to-date in 
conformity with such thinking. There 
are those who think it will not be attrac- 
tive to the oncoming generation unless 
made to conform to accepted theories 
of the college campus. 


Too often Christians have been swept 
from their moorings to find themselves 
adrift on a sea of doubt. “The Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter 
times some shall depart from the faith.” 


Why do not we listen to the warning 
and act accordingly? We cannot afford 
to be ignorant of the devises of Satan. 
Let us remember that Paul wrote: “For 
such are false apostles, deceitful work- 
ers, transforming themselves into the 
apostles of Christ. And no marvel; for 
Satan himself is transformed into an 
angel of light. Therefore it is no great 
thing if his ministers also be transform- 
ed as the ministers of righteousness; 
whose end shall be according to their 
works.”

TRANSLATION OF THE TRUTH 


Perhaps the oldest of all translations 
is the Septuagint Version which appear- 
ed almost three centuries before Christ. 
This brought the Hebrew Old Testament 
into the Greek language, the work being 
done by seventy Hebrew scholars. 


In the second century of the Christian 
eta when Latin became the dominant 
unguage, the Vulgate Version appear- 


cece. 
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John Wycliffe, the great Reformer, 
produced the Scriptures into the English 
language for the first time and this ap- 
peared about 1340 A.D. This noble man 
paid a heavy price for his life work and 
suffered much persecution. The transla- 
tion with which most of us are familiar 
is known as the King James or Authoriz- 
ed Version and it appeared in 1611. A 
revision of this was made, and in 1901 
the American Revised Version appeared 
on the market. 


Believing that a more modern version 
was needed and one which would have 
upon it the stamp of alleged official au- 
thorization, the R.S.V. has appeared 
within the past few months. Some have 
spoken of it as a masterpiece of diction, 
in which the revelation of God has been 
made to appear in language familiar to 
the twentieth century. All appreciate the 
fact that language changes and words 
become archaic or take on different 
meanings. But in this new version, Sa- 
tan is seen as striking a blow through a 
multitude of unwitting supporters. 


Without going into the ramifications 
involved in this translation, I simply 
wish to point out how it has de-empha- 
sized the blessed person of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. It seems incredible that a 
book given of God for the purpose of 
magnifying His Son should now appear, 
intent on belittling Him and stripping 
from Him the marvel of His superna- 
tural appearance and the glory of His 
essential deity. 


Every reader of the R.S.V. must be 
shocked when he comes to Isaiah 7:14 
to read: “Therefore the Lord himself 
will give you a sign. Behold, a young 
woman shall conceive and bear a son, 
and shall call his name Immanuel.” 


Of course a footnote gives the word 
“virgin” as a possible translation of the 
Hebrew word which the revisers render- 
ed as “young woman.” Why make a 
footnote out of this when other stan- 
dard translations such as the Septuagint, 
the Authorized of 1611, the English Re- 
vised of 1881, the American Revised of 
1901 keep the word “virgin” in its right- 
ful place? 


The New Testament makes it impos- 
sible to translate the word any other way 
than “virgin.” “Behold, a virgin shall 
be with child, and shall bring forth a 
son, and they shall call his name Em- 
manuel ...” (Matthew 1:23). 


The strange thing about it is the 
R.S.V. renders this New Testament pas- 
sage with the word “virgin.” Then why 
substitute another expression in the Old 
Testament? There is an utter lack of 
consistency here and a manifest attempt 
to discredit the supernatural aspect of 
the birth of the Lord Jesus.

According to a rule agreed upon by 
the translators, pronouns such as 
“thou,” “thee,” “thine,” and “thy” were 
to be retained only when deity was in- 
volved. This rule applied to God the 
Father, Christ the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit. No one could find fault with this 
arrangement if maintained uniformly 
throughout the translation. 


However, one who loves our Lord and 
who believes in His essential deity is 
shocked when he reads in the R.S.V., 
Peter’s confession relative to Christ. 
“He said to them, ‘But who do you say 
that I am?’ Simon Peter replied, ‘You 
are the Christ, the Son of the living 
God’.” (Matthew 16:15-16). 


Where is the jewel of consistency in 
this translation! Peter’s testimony about 
Christ is weakened by the use of the 
pronoun “you.” I am inclined to think 
that if Peter were among us today, he 
would rebuke the translators as strong- 
ly as he himself was rebuked on one oc- 
casion by the Apostle Paul. 


It does not require big words to in- 
dicate big errors. Oftentimes little words 
reveal big mistakes and this is so with 
the substitution of “a” for “the” in re- 
lation to Jesus. In the R.S.V. we read: 
“But in these last days he has spoken to 
us by a Son” — “a Son” as if He were 
one among many. 


This same thing appears in Matthew 
27:54, Mark 15:39 and Revelation 1:13. 
To our way of thinking this is wholly 
inexcusable, and of course is no im- 
provement in the translation. Why take 
the lesser “a” when the larger “the” 
would be so much better? 


But irrespective of what Satan tries 
to do to the truth, we are assured of its 
certain triumph, because, in the lan- 
guage of David, “For ever, O Lord, thy 
word is settled in heaven.” 
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LAND OF SURPRISES

An engrossing and chatty report by Dr. Turnbull, on the early days of 





their visit, appears below. 














OUR BRIEF HOURS of flying link- 

ed us with four Caribbean Capitals. 
From Kingston we sped to Port-au- 
Prince, Ciudad Trujillo and San Juan. 
The four countries were Jamaica, Haiti, 
Santo Domingo and Puerto Rico. 


Columbus roamed the cobalt blue 
waters of the Caribbean in search of 
gold. Today, in Puerto Rico, others seek 
for souls. He found a little gold but 
died of a broken heart. They who covet 
not wealth of the world are finding in 
this fair Isle treasure whose value can- 
not be computed. 


We admire Columbus because he 
staked his all in a daring adventure that 
his friends said was impossible. Strange 
to say, Puerto Rico is the only land at 
present under the American flag where 
Columbus actually trod. 


On this Island a new and daring ven- 
ture is in progress. It is a spiritual cru- 
sade, the Defenders Mission, of which 
Dr. Gerald B. Winrod is the founder. 
The issue is tremendous, but “Faith 
laughs at impossibilities and cries it 
shall be done.” Treasure in Puerto Rico, 
souls, must be won for Christ. 


Dr. J. F. Rodriguez is leader of the 
Defenders organization here. He and his 
family gave us a marvelous, warm-heart- 
ed welcome. 


Soon we were ensconed 








with them on the second floor of the 
Defenders Seminary building. It is lo- 
cated in Rio Piedras, just south of the 
Capital city, San Juan. I like to write 
here at the table because I meet more 
people in this big dining-sitting room. 


For instance, here I met Major Alex- 
ander Ortiz, U. S. Army Retired, as his 
card says. We have become good 
friends. Last year he graduated from 
the Defenders Theological Seminary 
and is typical of the high calibre of men 
who are attracted by the Defender pro- 
gram in this part of the world. 


The Major was won to Christ by a 
Minister who visited him in an Ameri- 
can hospital. Born in this Island, he has 
seen the world. He came back to serve 
his fellow countrymen. He says he does 
not feel called to be a Pastor. He loves 
to do the work of a Missionary. That 
word is used by people here for an 
Evangelist who goes out to the neglect- 
ed country districts. Isn’t that beautiful! 
A bright, gifted officer gives his best to 
the Master in his own Country. 


Another interesting character that I 
have learned to admire is Dr. Tomas 
Rosario Ramos, Superintendent of 
Schools in San Lorenzo. This busy gen- 
tleman teaches a night course in the 
Seminary. One would hunt far in Amer- 
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ica to find such a talented man, willing 
to help train young men for the minis. 
try. 


While I am at it, I might mention a 
third man of note who is very interested 
in Defender work. I met him last night 
at the service. He is Dr. Juan B. Huyke, 
lawyer, poet and author. 


He was the first Puerto Rican Com- 
missioner of Education after the United 
States took over the Island. That is, he 
was the head of the Educational De- 
partment for all Puerto Rico. He is now 
an instructor in the Seminary. Such men 
love the Defender work. Why? They 
know that the Gospel changes people. 
Defender men are giving this Island the 
pure Gospel with tact and with love. 


In 1932 Dr. Rodriguez and Dr. Ramos 
visited New York City. Both have evan- 
gelistic gifts. Night after night they 
preached to over 8000 Spanish-speaking 
people in an old baseball stadium and 
hundreds accepted the Saviour. They 
are life-long friends. 


In two years Dr. Ramos expects to be 
on pension from his educational post. 
He plans to give his whole time to the 
Defender program. Even now he goes 
to many places to preach, as time per- 
mits, 


Dr. Ramos and I sat together during 
a program put on by the night students. 
One of the other teachers took part. She 
is Miss Abigail Aulet, head of the music 
department. I never heard better sing- 
ing. Dr. Ramos was deeply touched. He 
remarked to me, “She gives a second 
sermon with her face.” 


True, her countenance was aglow with 
the joy of the Lord who so graciously 
blesses her exceptional talents. The 
song was in Spanish, but the language 
of a Spirit-filled life is understood the 
world around. Puerto Rico is not behind 
in spiritual leadership. 


MEN AT WORK 


Dr. Rodriguez, like his American 
general, Dr. Winrod, is a prodigious 
worker. I like men who not only are 
deeply spiritual but have capacity to 
tackle a great deal of work continuously 
and get it done unassumingly. 


This man, Dr. Rodriguez, is in touch 
with scores of Defender Churches 
throughout the Island. He is never too 
busy to receive members from any of 
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them, to hear their problems and give 
wise counsel. 


I have bothered everybody I have 
met, in order to give an accurate report 
“on the spot.” It cannot be overempha- 
sized that Defender men in Puerto Rico 
have produced a large and very praise- 
worthy Mission. This has come about 
by the grace of God, through the lead- 
ership of the Holy Spirit and by unre- 
mitting hard work. 


The human instrument behind and in 
it all is Dr. Gerald B. Winrod, up there 
in Wichita, Kansas. These folks love 
him. He has very wisely expended mis- 
sionary funds entrusted to his hands. 
The inspiring results here on the field 
are his best testimonial. 


They tell me that a Gospel service is 
held every night of the year in the audi- 
torium on the main floor of this Semi- 
nary building. That has been true during 
our visit. Right now as I write, a lively 
Saturday night Youth meeting is in pro- 
gress. How they can sing! 


The chorus that is ringing out in 
Spanish is, “Redeemed by the blood of 
the Lamb” ... and that is the faithful, 
true-to-the-Word message that is bring- 
ing results in this work. Early tomorrow 
morning I am to speak on a radio broad- 
cast and Dr. Rodriguez will interpret 
the message into Spanish. That will be 
a privilege for me. 


Paul Rader used to say that when he 
saw a man sawing wood, he did not 
look at the make of saw being used, but 
at the pile of sawdust under the saw 
horse. That holds good for missionary 
societies, too. The Defenders have very 
large results from their sawing down 
here in Puerto Rico. 


I am not a resident here but just a 
visitor. I am free to say kindly, a few 
things that others might not care to 
mention. I have been around this old 
world and have seen dozens of Mission 
fields. I have seen the tragedy of some 
groups settling in capital and port cities, 
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never getting any farther. Not so with 


The Defenders. 


Their Seminary is strategically locat- 
ed on the southern edge of San Juan but 
their Churches reach all over the Island, 
in a very challenging program of evan- 
gelism. They have the right kind of a 
setup. Much rural evangelism remains 
to be done in the outer districts. Such a 
Bible-based work is worthy of the pray- 
ers and hearty support of Christians. 


This Seminary building is inadequate. 
They are buying an adjacent lot on the 
installment plan. May God give some 
of His stewards the joy of partnership! 
This is a great missionary project. Larg- 
er, added quarters will mean more room 
for students, a larger Gospel outflow to 


all the Island. 


INTERESTING EXPERIENCES 


Dr. Rodriguez took me to a meeting 
of the San Juan Ministerial Association. 
I was pleased to note the very admirable 
spirit of fellowship among the Minis- 
ters. Nor did they make the tropical air 
blue with smoke of their own generat- 
ing. 


I was alert to notice their attitude to- 
wards Dr. Rodriguez. All showed gen- 
uine respect for the Defender field su- 
perintendent. He addressed the gather- 
ing. 

Next to me at the ministerial lunch- 
eon, which followed the discussions, was 
a missionary who had served also in 
Peru, South America. I was interested 
to learn his opinion as to what contri- 
bution Puerto Rico is in position to 
make to the troubled Latin American 
world. 


He reminded me of a very important 
development. With its new Constitution, 
based on American ideals, Puerto Rico 
will now have a separate vote at all Pan 
American conferences. She will be able 
to interpret American liberty. Puerto 
Rico has separation of Church and State 
written into her Constitution. The trend 





in South America, particularly in Co- 
lombia, is in the opposite direction. 


One morning, Dr. Rodriguez met me 
in the hall of the Seminary quarters and 
exclaimed: “Let us get ready right away 
to go to the Capital and the Capitol.” 
It turned out that he meant exactly what 
he said jokingly. We were to drive into 
the Capital, San Juan, and visit the 
Capitol building. 

As we stepped from the car down in 
the Casco or old section of the Capital, 
we met two strangers. There stood a 
lady from India, dressed in her “sari.” 
With her was her husband, a teacher at 
the University of Puerto Rico, largest 
in the Antilles. He is in the experimen- 
tal department for improving tropical 
agriculture. 


In a short time I was talking to the 
Indian folks in Gujarati, for it turned 
out that they were from Surat, not far 
from where I had lived seven years as a 
missionary in the province of Gujarat, 
home of Mahatma Gandhi. I had wit- 
nessed for Christ to him in jail. They 
were delighted to meet somebody that 
spoke their native language and came 
to hear me preach. 


We saw the Capitol, too, that morn- 
ing. Dr. Rodriguez seems to know every- 
body. We called on a lady Senator. She 
saw us standing in the gallery and left 
her seat, for the Senate was in session. 
In her office we had a good chat about 
Puerto Rico. 


She used to be a school teacher. There 
Mrs. Turnbull and I had a common 
bond, for we have been teachers too, 
in the States. I had a chance to witness 
to the Senator. She kindly got permis- 
sion from the man at the top, for me to 
take a picture of the Senate, which I 
took by flashlight from the gallery. 
Puerto Ricans are friendly. 


CLOSING THE 
SEMINARY SCHOOL YEAR 


In the Seminary here all evangelicals 
are welcome. There were 99 students 
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this year and 13 of them graduated last 
night. Mine was the great honor of 
bringing to them the Baccalaureate Mes- 
sage. The auditorium was packed. Peo- 
ple filled the open doors and windows. 
Children sat on the platform steps. It 
was a thrilling occasion. 


My interpreter was an old friend, 
Rev. Emanuel A. Prentice, whom I had 
not seen in years. He and I were class- 
mates a mere forty years ago! He has 
worked as a missionary in both Ecuador 
and Colombia, and is now serving in 
Puerto Rico. 


My closing words to the graduates 
last night, if I can remember them, went 
like this: “Only a clean cup can give a 
clean drink of water to a thirsty man. 
You are that cup. Keep yourself clean 
daily, under the precious blood of 
Christ. Keep filled by daily yielding to 
the gracious Holy Spirit. Through you 
He will pass the water of life on to 
thirsty souls in your beloved Puerto 
Rico.” 

This is the Gospel training center of 
the Island. It is saddening to see how 
Modernism has eaten the life out of 
some places that once were promising. 
The Defenders Theological Seminary 
stands like a rock of Gibraltar for evan- 
gelical truth among the Spanish-speak- 
ing peoples of the world. 


I like the interdenominational nature 
of the Seminary. The other night a 
Methodist led the meeting. A Baptist 
sat beside me. A Presbyterian drove in 
several miles that same night to give me 
a present of Puerto Rican literature. If 
Preachers in America could get a simi- 
lar vision they would feel less inclined 
to “cuss and discuss” their fellow men 
of “the cloth.” 


These Puerto Rican Christians are 
downright hospitable and loving. When 
they like you, they will do anything for 
you. Dr. Rodriguez has the rare gift of 
getting all kinds of people to work to- 
gether. 


A nurse comes to night classes, bring- 
ing a sandwich to eat for she has no 
time to get supper. She teaches in Sun- 
day School. Said the Baptist brother 
sitting beside me: “That man seated 
over there operates the largest printing 
place in Puerto Rico. He is studying in 
the Seminary to improve himself as a 
lay soul-winner.” Another night student 
was a humble, hard working woman of 
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fifty. She wants to know the Word that 
she may be able to explain it to others. 


I met a man who has finished his first 
year of study. He was the worst, tough- 
est character in his district. Everybody 
feared him. He was vile. He was very 
low down, about at the bottom. Up on 
a mountain ridge a man stabbed him 
several times, then rolled him down over 
the edge of a steep place and reported 
to the police that he had killed the bad 
man. The police brought the body to the 
hospital. By a miracle he recovered. 


Later this bad man planned to kill 
his wife and her father. He got a revol- 
ver ready. He would do it at midnight. 
Then God did something. The bad man 
heard an audible voice in consciousness 
warning him to reverse his decision. 

He heeded, went to a Defender Sun- 
day School and was gloriously convert- 
ed. His wife did not believe him at first. 
Now he is in training to win others. 
What a wonderful Saviour! To have a 
part in aiding such a noble work is for 
Mrs. Turnbull and me a great privilege. 
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Dr. Jaswant Nelson, Superintendent 
of the Defender missionary program in 
India, recently composed the following 
answer to an inquiry received from a 
supporter of missions in the United 
States ... 

















Dear Christian Friend: 


For a person outside our borders to 
appreciate Christian work in India, he 
must know something about the people, 
their religious and political background. 
India is an ancient land, with a history 
reaching back five thousand years. Dur- 
ing the course of this long period, many 
people of different races and nations 
have migrated to our Country. The re- 
sult has been that today we have a cul- 
ture entirely unique among the nations 
of the world. 


The advent of Christianity in the first 


century, in southern India, left an un- 
dying impact upon the Country. This 
was further strengthened by the coming 
of Christian missionaries in modern 
times. The missionary movement has 
had a free hand in the past but now 
faces discouraging problems. Nonethe- 
less Christ is’ being preached, for the 
Gospel is good news. In obedience to 
our Lord’s command we have to publish 
His Gospel, come whatever may. 

Our Church and main center of wor- 
ship is situated on the Faiz Bazar Road, 
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the highway which links Old Delhi with 
the New. Though we are only what Je- 
sus called a “little flock,” God is using 
us. Morning and evening services are 
conducted regularly every Sunday. A 
great number of non-Christians come 
and we are able to witness to them for 
Christ. Because of the Hindu’s philo- 
sophical approach to life and God, it 
becomes difficult for these sincere peo- 
ple to comprehend the mystery of Christ 
offering redemption, full and free, at 
Calvary. 

Village preaching is a very impor- 
tant phase of the task to which we are 
pledged. India is a land of villages, of 
which there are no less than five hun- 
dred thousand. Seven out of every ten 
Indians live in rural areas. They are the 
backbone of our Country’s economic 
structure. The responsibility of reaching 
them with the Gospel staggers the imag- 
ination. 


Our village folk are simple and hon- 
est. They are deeply saturated with the 
religion, culture and tradition of this 
land. But the story of the Babe of Beth- 
lehem moves them. Because of their 
simplicity, the Christian message quick- 
ens a ready response among them. The 
Cross charms these precious people 
when they are given the opportunity of 
hearing about it. 


We are making a bid for as many 
children as we can reach. Our Sunday 
School is always well attended by little 
ones and they also listen with rapt at- 
tention when we go out into the villages. 
It is a sincere desire with us to impart 
to children a true Knowledge of God 
and His nearness in Christ Jesus. We 
know that in this way a good work is be- 
ing done for the future. 


Another activity is visitation among 
the sick. There is much sickness among 
our people, many diseases scarcely 
heard of in America. No greater oppor- 
tunity exists for demonstrating Chris- 
tian love than to go in and out among 
those who need prayer, solace and com- 
fort. We are more than grateful to all 
who have concern for the missionary 
task in this great land. Prayer is the 
greatest need, because God is able to do 
wonders when His will can come into 
manifestation in spite of our human lim- 
itations.

Sunday School, Vacation Bible School, 
Weekday Activity Programs and the 
Home. 


All are simple handcrafts that can be 
made from scraps and easy-to-find arti- 
cles. Educational activities, rather than 
pointless entertainment, are emphasized. 
This book offers these activities and 
provides an outlet for one of the great 
drives of human nature: to make some- 
thing all my own. 


Methods have been worked out for 
teaching little children how to create in 
their own way. The projects are con- 
structed to: (1) give them the thrill of 
achievement, (2) make them think for 
themselves, (3) think of others and 
(4) share with others. 


This admonition is found in the list 
of instructions appearing in the early 
pages of the book: 


“All craft work needs teacher super- 
vision, and supervision requires prep- 
aration. There is essential preparation 
the teacher must make in following these 
handcraft projects because pre-school 
children have not completely coordinat- 
ed muscular activity and dexterity. The 
success of the project, therefore, de- 
pends upon the teacher, her preparation, 
and her understanding of children. The 
children will enjoy the fruit of their 
effort.” 


The simplest, round-the-home items 
have been chosen for constructing the 
crafts—bottles, boxes, buttons, clothes- 
pins, cork, decals, greeting cards, hang- 
ers, newspapers, paper bags and cups, 
spools, toys, wallpaper, yarn, etc. 


Each of the 261 drawings and out- 
lines causes some ideal or lesson to sink 
into the mind of the child and become a 
factor in the molding of character. 


The pages are 8 by 11 inches in size. 
The art work is of superior quality. 











WE HAVE before us a reprint of one 

of the great theological works of 
all time. Formerly printed in two vol- 
umes, it is now available in one, com- 
plete and unabridged. 


During two generations, Fairbairn 
has been regarded as the world’s lead- 
ing authority on the typical teachings 
of the Scriptures. He deals with Typol- 
ogy, not only as a Bible and theological 
subject, but shows also its relation to 
and connection with, all the doctrines 
of the Christian religion. 


While the New Testament is con- 
cealed in the Old Testament . . . and 
the Old is revealed in the New, yet, ac- 
cording to Fairbairn, the strands of 
Typology extend further, taking in the 
sum total of Christian doctrine. He 
stated his case as follows: 


“The service which Typology renders 
to the investigation of the inspiration 
and authority of Scripture, is informal, 
and relates to points of agreement, of a 
somewhat veiled and hidden nature, be- 
tween one part of the divine economy 
and another. To obtain a clear and 
comprehensive view of these, one must 
stand, as it were, within the sacred edi- 
fice of God’s revelation, and survey 
with an attentive eye its interior har- 
mony and proportions. They who do so 
will certainly find in the careful study 
of Typology of Scripture many valu- 
able confirmations to their faith.” 

Zondervans are to be thanked for re- 
storing to life a treatise which would 
have been otherwise lost to the world. 
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PRACTICALLY all of the hymns of 

the Church, that have stood the test 
of time and usage, had their origin in 
personal experiences of the writers. It 
often happens that a beautiful song is 
born in deep sorrow. Some of our most 
stately hymns have resulted from great 
human tragedies.

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THE WAY INTO THE HOLIEST

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D* MEYER was born in the city of 

London, April 8, 1847. As a youth, 
he developed a unique and independent 
ministry, which laid the foundation 
for a great and useful career of preach- 
ing and teaching.

D*: EMERSON, a graduate of Huron 

College and Stanford University, 
has written a highly technical treatise 
designed for both classroom use and 
personal study. He rejects much that 
has been advanced by materialistic 
psychology during the last three dec- 
ades, and inserts instead, spiritual con- 
cepts regarding the nature and consti- 
tution of man. 


Since psychology is a study of human 
nature, the thesis proposes that the 
spiritual aspect of personality be con- 
sidered as well as the endocrine glands 
and the nervous system. Points of con- 
tact are developed between psychology, 
biology, philosophy and above all, 
Christian doctrine. 


The book includes many recent find- 
ings in the field of neurology and en- 
docrinology which includes implica- 
tions growing out of advances in brain 
surgery. It attempts to answer from the 
Christian point of view, questions that 
rise in the minds of confused students 
who have been taught to exclude God 
from their reasoning. 


Dr. Emerson divides his book into 
six parts: (I) Introduction and Tech- 
niques of Psychology, (II) Body as it 





Relates to Mind, (III) Mind and its At- 
tributes, (IV) Mind as it is Affected by 
Environment, (V) Mind as it Interacts 
with Environment and (VI) Spirit.

June 14, 1953 
GRACE AND LIBERTY 


Acts 15:1-29; Galatians, 
Chapters 1 & 2 











EMORY TEXT: “For by grace are 

ye saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God.” 
Ephesians 2:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “GRACE.” 


Today’s lesson brings to mind the 
first and in some respects, most impor- 
tant council or synod in the history of 
Christendom. Joseph Parker called Acts 
15 the Magna Charta of the Church. 


“Then fourteen years after I went up 
again to Jerusalem with Barnabas, and 
took Titus with me also.” (Galatians 
2:1). These fourteen years began with 
Paul’s conversion. Luke’s account in- 
dicates that Paul and Barnabas attended 
the council as delegates from the Church 
at Antioch. 


It was a momentous occasion when 
Church officers decided, by official ac- 
tion, that the Gospel was to be present- 
ed entirely as Grace, avoiding any 
mixture with Law. 


False teachers, Judaizers, were trying 
to force circumcision and other require- 
ments of Mosaic Law, upon the Church. 
Paul had learned by revelation (Gala- 
tians 1:12), and through experience in 
evangelizing the Gentiles, that new wine 
could not be safely poured into old 
bottles. 


As leader of the fight against the Ju- 
daizers, he won a victory which marked 
the turning point of early Church his- 
tory. It was voted that Titus, a Greek, 
should not be circumcised. 


Paul’s letter to the Galatians was writ- 
ten seven years later. While the accept- 
ed teaching of the Church was devoted 
to Grace, many local congregations’ were 
by no means purged of the leaven of 
Judaism. 


Those guilty of promoting a polluted, 
perverted Gospel singled Paul out as 
a target for special attack. This made 
necessary a personal defense on his 
part. 





SUNDAY SCHOOL 


The Epistle falls into three divisions: 
Chapters one and two set forth Paul’s 
authority for being independent of oth- 
er apostles; Chapters three and four re- 
cord his defense of the Gospel; Chap- 
ters five and six state the believer’s po- 
sition under Grace. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS GALA- 
TIANS 1:9. 


“As we said before, so say I now 
again, If any man preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that ye have received, 
let him be accursed.” 


On the surface, this may seem like 
harsh language ... but a little reflection 
will convey the fact of Paul’s earnest- 
ness. He was obviously worried by the 
infiltration of false teachings among 
the Churches. He was exasperated over 
the unwarranted attacks upon his apos- 
tleship. 


Early Church leaders had a solemn 
regard for the doctrines of the Faith. In- 
difference to fundamental truths, so of- 
ten witnessed today, did not exist in 
those times. Christians knew what they 
believed and were often required to 
seal their testimony in blood. Paul real- 
ized that false teachings tolerated in the 
Churches would prove fatal. 


His message that salvation is by Grace 
alone, without any merit on man’s part, 
had been questioned. The atoning death 
of Christ was said to be less than enough 
to cancel the sinner’s guilt. God’s pro- 
vision was regarded as incomplete and 
had to be supplemented by good works 
on man’s part. This was a pernicious 
doctrine to be wiped out. 


The Apostle took an uncompromis- 
ing stand by pronouncing a curse upon 
any one, even “an angel from heaven,” 
who should preach “any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached.” The supernatural character 
of the message was affirmed. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: SINNERS ARE 
JUSTIFIED BY FAITH. 


The doctrine of salvation by Grace, 
is predicated on the proposition that the 
potential of eternal life is wholly lack- 
ing in man. He cannot produce it in 
himself by good works or self-effort. He 
has nothing to give in exchange for it. 


Justification by free Grace takes into 
account the disorder of man’s whole 


— ia 





nature, the universality of human guilt, 
condemnation through breach of the 
Law and the utter impossibility of justi- 
fication before God by human resource. 
fulness. Only when these humiliating 
conclusions are accepted and felt, does 
one come to understand and appreciate 
the process by which Grace solves the 
sin problem. 


“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God.” Though men may 
differ in the external manifestation of 
their sinfulness, there is no difference 
as to the need of a remedy, “for all have 
sinned.” The cure is the same, no matter 
the nature of the disease. “Being justi- 
fied fully by his grace through the re. 
demption that is in Christ Jesus.” 


This important passage teaches us 
that Justification, though gratuitous, is 
not a mere fiat of the divine will, but 
comes based upon Redemption — the 
payment of a ransom in Christ’s death. 
It is a free gift to the sinner because his 
Saviour paid the price. 


We stand in His shoes, not our own. 
He did for us what we never could have 
done for ourselves. As our Substitute, 
we are justified, legally justified, in ex- 
pecting and accepting forgiveness of 
sin, cancellation of our debt and deliv- 
erance from all sense of guilt. Not 
works, not the Law, but Grace! 


LESSON NUMBER TWO 





June 21, 1953 


FRUITFUL CHRISTIAN LIVING 
Galatians, Chapters 5 & 6 











EMORY TEXT: “Brethren, ye have 

been called unto liberty; only use 
not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, 
but by love serve one another.” Gala 
tians 5:13. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “LIBERTY.” 


Our lesson for today is concerned 
with Liberty versus Bondage. F alse 
teachers insinuated themselves into the 
Churches of Galatia and tried to bind 
unwarranted burdens of the Law upon 
the Christians, ignoring the provisions 
of free Grace. 


This resulted in confusion and caused 
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Paul to write: “Christ hath made us 
free, be not entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage.” 


Galatians contains six chapters. The 
text falls automatically into three divis- 
jons. The first two are personal. The 
second two are polemical. The third 
two are practical, Today’s lesson deals 
with the last, or third division. 


In the first, Paul defends his apostle- 
ship and gives a personal testimony. 
After his experience on the road to Da- 
mascus, he had retired into the Arabian 
desert to unlearn much previously learn- 
ed and to be taught of the Spirit. 


In the second, Paul deals sternly with 
the Judaizers—those who were bringing 
false teachings into the congregations. 
Let such teachers “be anathema,” which 
means literally, accursed and cut off, 
from both the Church and favor with 
God. 


In the third, Paul gives deep spiritual 
teaching, showing how the life of the 
believer should be ruled by the Holy 
Spirit seven days a week, regulating 
conduct along righteous lines. 


The first presents the “Apostle of 
liberty;” the second the “Doctrine of 
liberty” and the third, the “Life of Li- 
berty.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS GALA- 
TIANS 5:16. 


“This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the 
flesh.” 


The term walking is used as a figure of 
speech to describe one’s conduct. Every- 
one walks, in the sense that his actions 
display the pattern of his inner life. 


Dr. Charles Hodge says: “To walk 
means to regulate the inward and out- 
ward life. The outward life is but the 
result of the inward life. It includes, 
therefore, the determination of the judg- 
ment, of the feeling, the purposes, as 
well as the external conduct. The con- 
trolling principle in believers is not the 
flesh, that is, the corrupt nature, but the 
Holy Spirit who dwells in them as the 
source of knowledge, of holiness, of 
strength, of peace and love.” 
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Paul was careful to warn Galatian 
Christians against the danger of liberty 
becoming license. “For ye, brethren, 
were called for freedom; only use not 
your freedom for an occasion to the 
flesh, but through love be servants one 
to another.” 


The word “flesh” is used by Paul to 
denote the part of man’s nature that con- 
stantly rebels against spiritual life. It 
must therefore be kept in subjection. 
The flesh ever seeks to gratify its own 
desires and to avoid what it dislikes. 
The transforming power of Grace in a 
life, presupposes moral disciplines 
which make exemplary conduct a natur- 
al order. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: TRUE CHRIS- 
TIANS BEAR THE FRUITS OF THE 
SPIRIT. 


The phrase used to portray spiritual 
attainment in the life of the believer is, 
“Fruit of the Spirit.” The phrase used 
to portray domination by sin is, “Works 
of the flesh.” Paul contrasts the two in 
Galatians 5:17-23. 


Nine graces are listed and they fall 
into three divisions. The first three re- 
fer to our communion with God; the 
second three, our relationship with 
others; the third three, our inner 
character. 


Love heads the list as the source from 
which all others originate. It links man 
to God, for God is love. Joy, the flower 
of love, is not a mere emotion, but a ra- 
tional principle that springs from a set- 
tled relationship with truth. Peace is 
the harmony of all elements that sur- 
round personality. It discloses the very 
purpose for which Christ came to earth, 
“Peace I leave with you, my peace | 
give unto you; not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid.” 


Longsuffering avoids quarrels, heals 
injuries, promotes forgiveness and good 
will. Goodness is the practical side of 
kindness, doing good to others, love in 
action. Faithfulness is the virtue of the 
steward, the quality that attracts others. 


Meekness, the pearl of the Beatitudes, 
is the unique adornment of God’s true 
child and reflects an inner attitude of 
harmlessness toward others. Self-control 
holds the reins and makes fleshly exces- 
ses impossible. Temperance means a 
well organized life, properly balanced 
by the Spirit’s presence within. 


“Against such there is no law.” They 
who possess the polish of these nine 
graces do not, by their conduct, come in- 
to conflict with any forces of a right- 


eous nature.

June 28, 1953 


PAUL'S CHRISTIAN JOY 
Philippians, Chapter One 











EMORY TEXT: “The peace of God 
which passeth all understanding, 
shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus.” Philippians 4:7. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “JOY.” 


Despite the fact that Philippians was 
written in a Roman prison cell, such 
words as “joy” and “rejoice” frequent- 
ly occur. Paul must have sensed the fact 
that martyrdom was approaching ... 
but nothing in external circumstances 
could interfere with the spring of joy 
that flowed through his soul. 


Webster defines joy: “The emotion 
excited by the acquisition or expecta- 
tion of good; pleasurable feeling caused 
by a sense of well-being, by success, 
good fortune, and the like.” 


Paul must have found comfort in 
writing to the Philippians at that par- 
ticular time. This congregation, unlike 
others to whom he wrote, was in a 
placid condition, free from strife and 
discussion. This was also a contrast to 
the hectic state in which he found him- 
self as Nero’s prisoner. 


The message that he penned contain- 
ed a shout of victory — which serves to 
remind us that Christian joy is some- 
thing that wells up from within and 
does not depend upon external sur- 
roundings. He possessed a peace that 
the world could not give or take away. 











Chapter one. (2) Christ the believer’s 
pattern, Chapter two. (3) Christ the be- 
liever’s object, Chapter three. (4) 
Christ the believer’s strength, Chapter 
four. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PHILIP- 
PIANS 1:21. 


“For to me to live is Christ, and to 
die is gain.” 


Paul possessed the in-Christed life, 
which should be the goal of every be- 
liever. He reached a degree of maturity 
where Christ’s presence became more 
real than that of any earthly associate. 
Emphasis is placed upon experience 
throughout the Philippian letter. 


Christ is the life of the spiritual king- 
dom. Christianity, in its ultimate es- 
sence, is the uncreated life of Christ be- 
gotten in the heart through supernatu- 
ral regeneration. “He that hath the son 
hath life, and he that hath not the Son of 
God hath not life.” 


The natural man does not possess 
eternal life by nature. He does not reg- 
ister the heart beat of Christ’s love in 
consciousness until after the experience 
of the new birth.The spiritual birth is 
no less real than the physical birth. 


All agnostic and atheistic literature 
is just one long commentary on Paul’s 
five words, “Neither can he know them.” 
The man who lives only to the flesh 
simply lacks capacity for appreciating 
spiritual values. It is a long journey 
from this point to Paul’s position in 
Christ ... but he made the attainment— 
and we should strive to follow his ex- 
ample. 


(3) THE KEY F ACT: THE CHRIS- 
TIAN LIFE IS A JOYFUL LIFE. 


The in-Christed soul rests upon om- 
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This work in the soul, reaching the level 
of conscious knowledge, provides a 
sense of security, confirmed by experi- 
ence. Paul had this assurance even in 
the face of severest adversity. This is 
truly “joy unspeakable.” 


Paul is able to conclude the Epistle 
with a note of victory, on a high level 
of praise. “Rejoice in the Lord alway,” 
he says, “and again I say, rejoice.” Joy 
is predominant. Faith is triumphant. 


With anxious care dispelled, “the 
peace of God which passeth all under. 
standing” becomes the Christian’s pre. 
cious possession. It “shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Christ Jesus.” 
The picture in the Greek is that of a 
well-garrisoned stronghold. There shall 
be peace secure within, regardless of 
whatever troubles may besiege from the 
outside. 


Difficulties dissolve, burdens become 
blessings and difficult paths are made 
smooth, when one is in position to truly 
say with Paul: “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me.” 


LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





July 5, 1953 
DIVINE JUSTICE SATISFIED 
Romans 1:7-17; 2:1-2: 3:21-22 











EMORY TEXT: “For I am not 

ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto salva- 
tion to every one that believeth.” Ro- 
mans 1:16. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “POWER.” 


Martin Luther said: “This Epistle 
(Romans) is the masterpiece of the New 
Testament, and the purest Gospel. It can 
never be too much read or studied, and 
the more it is handled, the more pre- 
cious it becomes, and the better it 
tastes.” 


The organizer of the Church at Rome 
is unknown. There is nothing to sustain 
the notion that Peter was its first bishop. 
Surely the writer of the book of Acts 
would not have passed such an event in 
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silence. Believers from Rome were pre- 
sent on the Day of Pentecost (Acts 
2:10) and it is probable that they or- 
ganized the congregation upon returning 
home. 


Paul knew by prophetic discernment, 
years in advance, that he would some 
day visit Rome. He mentioned the mat- 
ter in his letter. Finally, he was taken 
there as a prisoner, after appealing a 
case in the lower courts to Caesar. By 
a gesture of affection, members of the 
Christian group journeyed several miles 
out of the city to meet him. 


The creative power of the Gospel is 
emphasized in today’s lesson. “I am not 
ashamed of the gospel: for it is the pow- 
er of God unto salvation.” The word 
“Gospel” derives from an ancient An- 
glo-Saxon word, good spiel, meaning a 
good message. In the Greek, it means 
good news. 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan says: “Paul 
sets forth a word dear to the Romans 


throughout the world — power. He is 
writing to a people who lived in a city 
of power — political power, physical 


power, oratorical power, legal power — 
but Paul had something that few Ro- 
mans had seen, for in the Gospel was 
the very power of God, the omnipotence 
of God. Here was a power that could 
save from sin.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ROMANS 
1:17. 


“For therein is the righteousness of 
God revealed from faith to faith: as it 
is written, The just shall live by faith.” 


The theme that connects the sixteen 
chapters of Romans in an organic whole, 
is the declaration that God imputes 
righteousness to guilty sinners who be- 
lieve upon the atoning Saviour. All 
must come the same way regardless of 
nationality or station in life. 


Sin is a universal fact. “All have sin- 
ned and come short of the glory of 
God.” Judgment is also universal. Sen- 
tence has been pronounced. Men stand 
condemned. Can they save themselves? 
No, they are helpless to make a sacri- 
fice to clear their guilt. They cannot re- 
concile themselves to God by self effort. 
Human nature simply lacks the power. 


God must do it ... and in His infinite, 
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eternal love He has done it! Christ, God 
manifest in the flesh, provides substi- 
tutionary righteousness. Men are justi- 
fied in accepting and appropriating 
through faith, what He did for them. 
“Even the righteousness of God through 
faith in Jesus Christ unto all them that 
believe.” 


One writer was prompted to exclaim: 
“It is not without reason that these 
verses have been called the ‘marrow of 
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theology’. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: PAUL'S LET- 
TER TO THE ROMANS DESCRIBES 
HUMANITY AT.BOTH ITS WORST 
AND BEST. 


Paul wrote the book of Romans ac- 
cording to a carefully prepared outline. 
He placed his facts in logical order, 
moving toward a specific conclusion. 
There were no hit and miss strokes with 
his pen. Three topics emerge: 


First, man at his worst, lost, deprav- 
ed, condemned, a violator of the moral 
law, living in rebellion against God. Sec- 
ond, man at his best (the best he may 
hope to attain in this life), legally justi- 
fied by accepting salvation through un- 
merited Grace, the recipient of a new 
life rudimentally complete now, but des- 
tined to open into boundless bliss in the 
future. 


The Epistle answers Job’s question, 
“How can man be just with (before) 
God?” It pictures man’s estate first 
hopeless ... and second, hopeful. 


SOUL WINNING 


(THOUGH I speak with tongues of 

scholarship and use high sounding 
phrases and well coined sentences, and 
though I have a pleasing personality, 
and have the art of getting along with 
people, and fail to win souls to Christ, 
I am a cloud without rain, and a well 
without water. 


And though I have the best of educa- 
tion and understand all the mysteries 
of religious psychology, and though I 
have all biblical knowledge, and lose 
not myself in the task of winning souls 
to Christ, I become as high polished 
brass and a tinkling symbol. 
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Stories. 





Jonah Fleeing from the Presence 
of the Lord 
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And though I read the latest books 
and magazines, and attend church, Bible 
conferences, and camp meetings, and 
yet, am satisfied with less than winning 
souls for Christ and building Christian 
character, I am a wandering star with- 
out light or heat. 


The soul winner doth not behave him- 
self unseemly; doth not make it hard on 
others and easy on himself; is not en- 
vious of others who seem to be more 
successful; is not puffed up over his 
achievments. 


The soul winner never faileth, but, 
those who do not win souls are failures. 
Though I win the highest positions in 
the church and am recognized and hon- 
ored by all, and fail to win souls for 
Christ, what will it profit me in etern- 
ity? 

Now abideth position, popularity and 
personal soul winning, but the greatest 
of these is soul winning.
